Sox 
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THE BIBLE 


FOUR hundred years ago. a copy of the English Bible was ordered 
to be set up in every Parish Church of this country. That historic 
event, so significant of the English character and tts reverence for 
the Scriptures, is being celebrated by the nation, Neat Sunday has 
been appointed a Day of Thanksgiving, and to-day (Friday) a 
Special Service, to be attended by representatives of State, will be 
held at St. Paul's. 

it is right that an act which marked so vividly the place which 
the Bible has held in English life should be recalled to memory. 
And it is timely that its celebration should happen at a moment 
when the teachings of the Bible are raucously challenged over great 
areas Of what is optimistically called the civilised world. What 
Scripture has meant in British history is luminously set forth in an 
‘ruicle in this issue. Its influence is seen in the great Puritan 
Movement, whose power is still unspent; in the nation’s education 
and laws ; in its moral attitude towards the problems of the age, 
including that of the Jews; in its passion for liberty and the 
dignity of the individual man; and in its whole outlook, kindly 
‘nd conscience-bound, on life. Nor is it only in these broad 
aspects that Britain reflects the Bible influence. Its literature Is 
steeped in the Scriptures. The wonderful language of the Bible 
has found its way into the common speech. And its stories and 
Sublimity have inspired the greatest British orators. JOHN BRIGHT, 
scurching for a telling description of a Liberal secession, turned to 


‘he incident of David's and his followers’ escape into the cave of 


Adullam,. The secessionists became in our political annals 
as Adullamites. When the same orator wished to picture the 
devastating effects of the Crimean War, he told his countrymen— 
in words singularly reminiscent of biblical simplicity and beauty— 
that “the angel of death is abroad in the land; you can almost 
hear the beating of its wings!” ‘Many outstanding Welshmen, 
including Mr. Ltoyp GeorGe,” says the writer of the article 
already referred to, *‘show to a striking degree how the intense 
Study of the Testaments has coloured their outlook."’ In short, 
the Bible is, in the words of one author, everywhere woven into 
the stuff of the British ; or, as another has put it, “it has rooted 
itself in England as a native tree, like one of our own oaks.”’ It 
is, as his late Majesty KiNG GeorGe V summed up, “the 
first of national treasures.”’ Indeed, it is recorded that 
that beloved monarch made a practice every day to read a 
chapter of the Bible. Small wonder that to such a nation as this 
Jewish persecution should be a revolting crime ; that this oppres- 
sion elsewhere should go hand in hand with the trampling on the 
Scriptures ; and that when the people of the Book.was to be 
restored to its ancient heritage in Palestine to Britain fell the task 
of leading it home again. 

But, profound as has been the Bible’s influence in these Islands, 
its greatest claim lies in its universal application and power. Its 
transcendent literary merit, unmatched still by all the literary out- 
pourings of the generations, needs no stressing. Its greatest 
enemies do not deny it that magic quality. More important, 
however, is the message it contains for all mankind. In its pages 
are presented the whole duty of man. The prophets’ cry of peace, 
the Legislator Moses’s ordinances of social justice, the law of 
human brotherhood—these things are necessities as burning to-day 
as ever in human history, and none of the philosophies and ethical 
systems evolved in later times has bettered them. If the behest to 
love our neighbours as ourselves had been respected, there would 
be no Jewish persecution, with its bestial racial laws, and no exiles 
seeking refuze in vain. Uf the prophetic vision of peace had been 
hceded, the Disarmament Conference would not have broken 
down, and the peoples would. not be hurrying, in their feverish 
rearmament, towards general bankruptcy.. If the warning against 
removing a neichbour’s landmark had been obeyed, there would 
have been no abominable acts of aggression. And if the colossal 
sums squandered 0» wars had been used in accordance with Biblical 
precepts, there would have been no hungry queues at Continental 
shops, no foetid slums, less poverty, less diseas2, less suffering. 
In a word, the Bible’s code of conduct represents. still, and to-day 
more than ever, the fundamental way of human happiness and 
progress, the message of the Creator to His creatures from which 
there can be no departure, save at the cost of reaction and the 
increasing trespass of the darkness on the dominion of light. 
And in its wisdom and humanity men gain not only sure guidance 
in the working out of their destiny but solace and refreshment of 
soul, strength in the face of ‘adversity, and abiding and 
indestructible hope. 

How foolish, then, the petty tyrannies which set themselves up 
in opposition to its word! One hears, indeed, from time to time, 
that the Scriptures are no longer read, and that, 1.0 doubt, is to 
some extent true. Nevertheless last year eleven miilion copies 


-and separate books of the Bible were sold by the British and 


Foreign Bible Society, nearly a million of them in Great Britain, 
where the Psalms, among other Books, were in great demand. 
Strange, is it not, that, in an age which is supposed to have shaken 
off the bonda-e of the Bible, the Bible shou'd still be the **best 
seller,’ dwarfing in popularity all classic and modern writings ? 
Truth to tell, despite the assaults of science and the higher criticism, 
it still retains its sovereignty over the human heart—a fact which 
in itself may perhaps be held to justify at least in part.its Divine 
inspiration, Nothing else ever written excels David's lament for 
Absalom in its tender humanity, or the Psalms in their infinite 
grandeur and appeal to the human soul. Ard so the Bible still 
remains the Book. But to the Jews it represents the r supreme gift 
to the world, and their greatest glory, of which no amount of dis- 
couragement can ever rob them... Are they themselves conscious of 
their noble heritage ? And if, as we must, alas, admit, many of them 
are not, could there be anywhere on earth a more withering and tragic 
irony than a Bible- less Jewry, a people indifferent to the national 
treasure which others prize, and oblivious of the force of their 
greatest claim on universal respect? Let the Jews return betimes 
fo their own Scriptures. They will find in that step the fortifica- 
tion of their spirit and self-respect, and the one sure hope of 
<alvation. A Jewry that has forgotten its Bible is a Jewry well 


fost, hurrying to the doom which it has itself courted and which 
it has only too richly earned. 
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NOTES OF THE WEEK 


MR. MACDONALD ON PARTITION 

THe debate on Palestine in the House of Commons last Tuesday pro- 
duced some fine and, indeed, inspiring speeches by Mr. McGovern, 
Mr. Morgan Jones, and others, for which the warmest recognition is 
due. Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, the Colonial Secretary, made it 
perfectly clear that, in the matter of Partition, the Government stands 
exactly where it did on the morrow of the issue of the Royal Com- 
mission’s Report, that it has gone no farther than its statement in 
the White Paper at that time, and that the new Commission is only 
engaged in exploratory work. In reply to questions, he confirmed that 
Parliament was not committed even to the principle of Partition, and 
he gave the most explicit assurances that no final decision on that 
principle would be taken until Parliament had been enabled to express 
its opinion. These declarations are welcome on the score of clearness. 
They supplemented the significant statement of Sir John Shuckburgh, 
the Deputy Under-Secretary of State for the Colonies, to the Mandates 
Commission, last week, to the effect that “ there must necessarily be 
uncertainty as to the shape and form of Partition and, indeed, as to its 
practical adoption as a solution, until it could be Known for certain 
that the Commission had found it possible to recommend a scheme of 
Partition that could be regarded as equitable and practicable.” From 
all this, it will be seen that those who have talked of the Partition policy 
as though it was already chose jugée, have been seriously misleading in 
their sta®%ments. 


IMMIGRATION AND THE MANDATE 


On the vital question of immigration into Palestine, however, little or 
no light was shed. When Mr. MacDonald was asked to say whether the 
British delegates to. the coming Conference on Refugees at Evian, con- 
vened by President Roosevelt, would be there simply as “ listeners,” or 
whether they would submit any definite British proposals, he replied 
that the Government were considering what policy it might be able to 
put forward, and that, therefore, any announcement at this stage would 
be premature. One realises, of course, the many heavy preoccupations 
of British Ministers just now, but we would also point out the serious 
consequences which the restriction of immigration, amounting nearly 
lo suspension, must have on the whole situation in Palestine. Sull 
less satisfactory, not to say unintelligible, was the statement on the 
subject made by the British representative to the Mandates Com- 
mission, to the effect that while the present system of control was 
admittedly arbitrary and temporary, the Mandatory Government did 
not regard it as im any way inconsistent with its obligations under the 
Mandate. But one of the essential clauses of the Mandate was that 
Great Britain should facilitate the immigration of Jews, and in reducing 
it to negligible proportions the Mandate is, surely, thereby being 
radically violated, One can only conclude that the lame defence put 
up for this action was the best that could be devised. It 
cannot carry general conviction. And, worst of-all, it leaves unmitigated 
an appalling and ironic situation in which, while hundreds of thousands 
of European Jews are clamouring for a haven of refuge, the land which 
could offer asylum, and into which three years ago 61,500 Jewish 
immigrants were successfully admitted, remains all but closed. 


CARD PARTIES FOR CHARITY 

AN urgent plea to the coming Preachers’ Conference to deal with 
the card-playing vogue among Jews, is uttered by the writer of a letter 
in this issue. He calls it the “ besetting sin” of English Jews and 
Jewesses, and only the wilfully blind will deny that it has taken a 
very powerful grip of many among them. The multiplicity of card 
clubs, frequented practically exclusively by Jewish players, and often, 
by these addicts, on every day of the week, is evidence that cannot 
be denied. One can, of course, argue around and about the 
question, and produce arguments to prove that card-playing is 
not necessarily to be condemned. But it all depends on the 
lengths to which the practice is carried and the stakes that are played 
for. It is impossib’e to contend that daily games at the tables are a 
healthy practice. They absorb attention which might be given, in 
part, to worthier, and even urgent, Jewish causes, and do not strengthen 
the institution of the home. And when it comes to playing for high 
stakes the numerous defaults of which clubs are often the victims 
prove how vicious the habit can be. Most dubious of all is the 
fashion of holding card parties ostensibly in aid of charities (which are 
sometimes, as our correspondent points out, “ nothing but gambling ™) 
and the cheapening, by card games, of solemn Jewish functions. 
Whether all the Ministers are prepared to take the steps suggested by 
our correspondent, we do not know. All we can say is that, so fer as 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE is concerned, no advertisements of card 
parties, whist drives, or the like are knowingly accepted. That is a 
rule from which this paper will not depart. 


WHAT “ DEFENCE” REALLY MEANS— 
THE question of Defence, and more particularly the provision of 


adequate funds for that vital purpose, is likely to be raised at the 


Deputies’ meeting on Sunday, and it is as well that that should be so. 
For one reason or another the Community as a whole has never taken 
this question of Defence finance seriously. Either it has cultivated a 
false sense of impregnable security, or it has ignored the money needs, 
in the confident hope that the lords will provide. There is also 
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a third possible explanation. It has not taken the trouble to inquire 
into the nature of this defence work which has to be equipped 
with the necessary finance. It, therefore, does not grasp either the 
exhaustive and laborious character of that work or the considerable 
cost that it entails. It does not realise what it means to track down 
slanders and lies, here, there, and everywhere, and to nail them 
to the counter. It has not realised the organisation and toi! 
involved in the distribution of leaflets and pamphlets for the public 
enlightenment, now already totalling something like a= million 
copies. It is perhaps only half conscious of the work done by way ot} 
public meetings, and of the part taken tn that campaign by a smal! 
band of highly capable and public-spirited, we had almost said gallant, 
volunteers. whose services are rarely sung. Nor does it know much o} 
the addresses to non-Jewish organisations. Yet these are some of the 
thines comprised in the vague term “Defence.” The work goes on 
steadily and untrumpeted. And if: there are any who have not yet 
made themselves familiar with it, the time has come to remedy what 
is beyond question an unjustifiable omission. 


AND WHAT IT COSTS 

THose. too. who are. under the impression that all ts right and that 
there is nothing to worry about had better drop that illusion. The, 
should grasp the fact that the slander campaign is by no means con- 
fined to the organisation which has been most inthe publiceye. As has 
been truly said, the main fight is not so much with the English anti- 
Semiies as with the insidious poison spread throughout the country 
by Nazi propaganda. But, all this being incontestable, the question 
arises whether it is fair, decent, or wise to deny to the Deputies, who ar 
in supreme charge of the work, the monetary wherewithal to carry it on. 
[he cost is very much greater than sluggish imaginations suppose. 
Meetings, publications, research, administration, all take their toll. 
An irresponsible anti-Jewish speaker or writer pours out his calumnies 
without inquiry as to the truth. It is no part of his duty, as he con- 
ceives it, to be squeamish, his sole object being to create prejudice, not 
to offer undeniab'e facts. But that, of course, is not the way of the 
Jewish campaign, whose purpose is exact facts and their wide 
dissemination. Without this meticulous respect for accuracy we should 
only be engaged in a slanging match which would damn our cause, and 
rightly so. But we reiterate that this, like all the branches of the work, 
entails expenditure, which must be squarely met. 


BRICKS WITHOUT STRAW , 
THat duty ts one which may with justice be cast, in the first and chief 
place, on the members of synagogues. It is the only way in which the 
stable revenue which ts extremely necessary for the work can be found. 
Moreover, spread over many thousands of congregants, the burden 
would not be at all heavy in relation to the magnitude and gravity of 
the task, or to the vast State resources which Nazi propaganda has at 
its free disposal.” It does not: mean that those who stand aloof from 
the synagogue, but who are affected all the same by present circum- 
stances, will necessarily be allowed to go scot free. Methods. we 
hope, will be found of making them do their plain duty, tco. Nor is 
there much substance in the argument that the rich synagogue members 
will be asked for the same fixed sum as the poorer ones. Every 
member ought to pay the comparatively small sum which would be 
asked, and the question of taxing only the well-to-do therefore cannot 
and does not arise. It is a question of Jewish security—the kind o! 
need which in the field of national affairs has united rich and poor, and 
men of all parties, in unparalleled sacrifices. The only alternative 
to finding the money for Jewish defence is to let a disquieting propa- 
ganda go by default and give it a free field. Is that what the people 
who boggle at a contribution to the defence fund really want and are 
prepared to submit to ? 


“ NONSENSE ” RHYMES INDEED! 
A CORRESPONDENT writes to say that he bought a book called “ Mother 
Goose's Nursery Rhymes,” and was aggrieved to find in it “ discredit- 
able references” to a Jew. These ran as follows (the “Jack” in the 
rhymes being “ Mother Goose’s” son, who had bought a goose, which 
had “ laid him an egg of pure go!d”): 
“Jack sold his gold egg to a rogue of a Jew, who cheated him 
out of the half of his due” ys 
“ The Jew got the goose, which he vowed he would kill, resolving 
at once his pockets to fill.” 

When our correspondent protested to the booksellers, he was told 
first that the rhymes “were written about one hundred years ago,” which 
scarcely justifies their reproduction now ; and secondly, that the word 
Jew does not solely refer to the Hebrew race, but is defined in the 
dictionary as a moneylender or usurer, without mention of race. 
But as the rhymes are accompanied by an unmistakable portrait of an 
old Jew, complete with beard, skull-cap, and proboscis, the word 


“Jew” is definitely fastened on a member of the Hebrew race, and not 


on any nondescript moneylender of different birth. We are afraid, 
therefore, that the firm's disclaimer, ungraced by any expression of 
regret, Cannot carry conviction. Obviously, of course, one does not 
look for common sense, let alone literary gems, in nursery rhymes, and, 
in the present instance, one would be hard put to it to say who is most 
entitled to complain—the Jew, the Young Gander, or Mother Goose, 
who has the mortification of finding herself prominently associated with 
the doggerel. But just because this stuff is meant for impressionable 


child minds, one might surely look for some care in the choice of words 
particularly in these dark days when the prostitution of juvenile 
character is almost a religion in some countries,

Masor T. G. TULLOCH 


The death occurred on Wednesday in last week, at the age of seventy-two, 
at Jericho, Palestine, of Major Thomas Grecorie Tulloch. one of the 
promoters and a director of Palestine Potash, Ltd., a company formed to 
extract salts from the Dead Sea. Although a non-Jew, Major Tulloch 
took a keen interest in various aspects of Jewish life in Palestine. He 


drew the attention of the War Cabinet of 1918 to the potentialities of the 
Dead Sea. 


The death, at the age of twenty-four, of Mr. Ivor JACKSON, has cut short 
a career of much promise. A son of Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Jacobs, ot 
Norwich, the deceased was a brilliant medical student at the Westminster 
Hospital, and, by his vivacity. idealism, and readiness to help others, 
made a deep impression on all who came in contact with him.

H ver, the point is that the subject of the “ black sheep “ has again 
been raised, and it ts for this reason that I am returning to it this weck 
li is a very old one, It forms also a peculiarly Jewish preoccupation 
lhere is no other people in the whole world which feels itself impelled, 
under pain of the displeasure and criticism of other communities, to 
p if a clean bill of moral health. In fact, if those other peoples 
were confronted with such a demand they would tell the “doctors” to 

- themselves,” and resent the dem nd as a piece of unheard-of 
impertinence. Moreover, they would be right, because the hundred- 

nt. crime-free Community has never yet been born, and, until the 
kK invdom of Heaven is established on earth. never willbe. Whatis more. 
if the Jews managed, by some man-made miracle, to become a com- 
munity of totalitarian innocents, the chances are that they would 
become more than ever unpopular among those who had not yet raised 
tlicmselves to such a lofty and unearthly pedestal of virtue, and the, 
would probably find, in the end, that they had only succeeded in 
changing the unfriendly description of them from “ rogues ” to “ prigs ” 


and ~ hypocrites.” Otherwise put, they would be envied for their purity 
instead of, as nowadays, for their brains. It is a subject, perhaps, for 
Shaw. or some other whimsical writer. In fact, the whole subject o! 
the “ black sheep” rests on an illogical and unjust basis, and could 
only be raised in the case of what is now demonstrated to b2 more 
than ever a “ peculiar people.” 
I po not, of course, intend fo convey, in all this, that Jews should 
nol allempt to reach as near perfection as may be possible. But I do 
pul it that the main reasons for such efforts should be, first, because it ts 
morally right to be without reproach, and, secondly, because a people 
which believes itself invested with a mora! mission should show itsell! 
imbued with its own teachings, and fitted for its status as a “Kingdom 
of Priests.” It is on these lines, I believe, that the problem of the 
“black sheep” can most usefully be considered. The question, how- 
ever, is: how are the delinquents to be reduced in number, if not 
eliminated? By what method is the “earnest attention” that ts recom- 
mended to proceed? Frankly, these are difficult questions, as all who 
have considered them are probably ready to admit. One or two 
communities in the provinces have tried the process of what 
may be called private suasion. If what one hears is correct, 
they have done so with at least a considerable measure of success. 
Indee!, 1 believe that the measure of success has been so considerable, 
that the method has been extended to other areas. It demands no smal! 
amount of tact and patience, and could perhaps be made more effective 
still if \( were given the benefit of experienced assistance where neces- 
sary But whether it could be made effectual to the degree one wishes ts 
open doubt. There are always the few scoundrels to be reckoned 
with who may not be amenable to appeal and persuasion, whose work- 
ing Maxims are “ my good, the only good,” and “after me, the deluge.” 
That the deluge may sweep down before they quit the scene of their 
Operations is a matter that does not concern them. They are quite 
Prepared to take the risk. 

SMALL. wonder, then, that a cry for the application of “ sanctions” 
agains: such individuals, when all other means have failed, is often 
raised. There is the possibility of public denunciation of the 
miscreants in the Pulpit and by name. But the process is beset 
with danger, which I need not particularise, and would, in any 
fase, have to be handled with extreme caution. Perhaps 
the most deterrent suggestion ever made is the drastic one 
which would refuse burial in a Jewish cemetery to proved and 
recalcitrant offenders. Even some of the most hardened and abandoned 
Of them would recoil from the threat of lying cheek by jowl with non- 


members of the faith, so that in these cases the ban would do its work. 
But it obviously starts doubts and hesitations. Has a community the 
right to initiate a procedure whose limits it might be difficult to define ? 
Would there not be a danger of its being used in cases other than those 
Of undoubted criminals. that is to say on the strength of mere gossip or 
prejudice’? Is it a proper thing to pursue an enemy to the brink 
of the grave? And, in any case, ought not the feelings of the dead 
man's relatives perhaps perfectly honourable people, and good Jews 

to be taken into account? No, I cannot see this particular procedure 
finding general acceptance, though I admit I would like to see it tried out 
for once. Then there is another suggestion on somewhat the same lines. 
It can be summed up in a few words: Expel the offenders from the 
Synagogues. But here again most of the objections to the plan just 
referred to apply with equal force. They are reinforced by the further 
argument that ifa man is pursuing sinful courses, then he should not be 
driven from the synagogue but encouraged: to attend it as often as 
possible that is, if the synagogue is efficiently performing the 
functions with which it is charged. 

But are there not other ways, then? I think there may be. Jews 
might, for instance, in their social relationships, make miscreants 
understand, more or less plainly, what they think of them. This 
method would at least help to create a public feeling on the question of 
wrong-doing by Jews, and, to that extent, give would-be offenders pause. 
At any rate, decent members of society have the right to draw up their 
own visiting lists, and to decide whom they will invite to their own 
functions and trom whom they will accept such invitations. And this 
brings me to another point. One constantly hears of the guilt of some 
congregations in the matter of allotting synagogue honours. It is said 
that notorious offenders, and not necessarily those actually convicted 
of criminal offences, have sometimes bezn given high synagogue 
office. If that. is so, we are here faced by a scandal which 13 
absolutely damnable and is certainly not to be excused on financ al 
grounds, if such is the explanation. Nothing can excuse congre- 
gations who sell their Judaism and the Jewish. peop'e for hard 
cash. Nothing can do more to undermine the religious loyalty of 
young and old, and kill the synagogue as an institution, than 
so revolting a spectacle. And nothing, let it be added, is less 
likely to discourage wrong-doing among our people. If such 
synagogue practices do exist, then it ts high time the ecclesiastical 
authorities took steps to end them root and branch. The difficulty of 
discriminating justly has, no doubt, to be taken into account. But it 
should be amenable to tact and responsible advice. The synagogues at

least must do their utmost to put and keep their own houses in order. 
And not the synagogues alone. 


Some of our charitable institutions also have a good deal to answer for 
if all one hears is true. If important and honourable administrative 
positions and duties are awarded to culprits, merely for the sake of 
their financial patronage, then the institutions which engage in such 
practices are guilty of a crime against the Community. They may be 
doing good with one hand, but are perpetrating far more evil with the 
other. They are not only purchasing solvency at the cost of the 
communal reputation but are helping to demoralise the communal 
conscience. The sooner our institutional system is purged of such 
nauseating rottenness, the greater the possibility of success of the 
campaign against the black sheep. The synagogues and the institutions 


must show the way. 


WHEN all is said and done, however, one cannot resist the feeling that, 
in the last resort, we shall have to rely on prevention rather than cure 


to eradicate the canker. A most effective method ts the proper 
use of the pulpit and the scrool. If we interpret our great 
religion rightly to the elders, and, above all, to the children, 


if we insist.on its grand ethical teachings until they have penetrated 
the whole being of young and old to the very bone, if we can make 
Jews understand the grandeur of Jewish history and the unparalleled 
stand of the Jewish people for right as against wrong and for 
social justice in the widest implications of that phrase, and irrespective 
of the passion for material advancement, and if we can strengthen, in 
this way, the Jewish consciousness and sense of personal responsibility 
for the good name of our people, then we may still be cursed with 
some “ black sheep “the intractable few —but future generations will 
have cause to be thankful to us. Jewish education on the right lines. 
Yes, it always comes back to that. Let the teachers and leaders in 
Israel pay heed. “Let the consuls look to the safety ” of the people!

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


GOOD NEIGHBOURLINESS 


R. José said: “ Let the property of thy friend be as dear to thee . 


as 
thine own; qualify thyself for the study of the Torah, since the know. 
ledge of it is not an inheritance of thine "(Ethics ii, 17). 

It is indeed a pity that the reading of the Ethics of the Fathers jg 


done in so hurried and casual a fashion as itis. The profound gno 
wisdom which is enshrined in these maxims is worthy of a rm 
detailed study and consideration than can be afforded by a ha. 
perusal, for in them are to be found some of the most fundame): | 
concepts of Judaism, sometimes apparent on the surface, somet:: 
hidden beneath it. 

R. José. we are informed in that chapter which we read to-mo: 
was one of the five Rabbis who formed the inner circle of the disci, 
of R. Johanan b. Zaccai. His master, when recounting his pr. 
called him a “ Hasid,” which term at that time was applied to th. sc 
of special saintliness of character. When Johanan b. Zaccai asked 
his disciples to describe the summum bonum, R. Jose answered: © | o 
be a good neighbour,” while the summum malum was “to be-a 
neighbour.” R. Jose therefore places good neighbourliness, fric 
ship, and toleration in the very first rank of the virtues, and it is not 
difficult to see the connection between this outlook on life and jis 
favourite maxim, “ Let the property of thy friend be as dear to thce 
as thine own,” for therein lies the essence of good neighbourliness. 

But the value of that statement depends upon a fundamental assum p- 
tion without which it is meaningless, an assumption the correctness 
of which is being mightily questioned throughout the world to-day. |: 
does not mean “ disregard your own property and you are therefore 
free to disregard that of others.” The baste assumption upon which 
the statement of Jose the Hasid rests is that man’s own property show 
be dear to him, and he should therefore show the same respect for that 
of others. In other words, it presupposes the right and the institution 
of private. property. 

Moreover, the contrast between the first part of the statement and 
the second brings out another aspect of private property which is no 
less important and no less questioned. ‘“ Qualify thyself for the study 
of the Torah, since the knowledge of it is not thine by: inheritance.” 
The connection between this and the previous passage is that private 
property can be acquired by inheritance, but not Spiritual and 
intellectual achievements. 

Judaism maintains the right of private property and the right of 
inheritance; its idea of the responsibility of property is best explained 
by the doctrine of the stewardship of wealth, “for all things come o! 
thee, and of thine own have we given Thee” (I Chron. xxix, 14), but 
of the right to it there is no question. Judaism as such, as a sysiem 
of ethics and as a guide to human relationships, eschews anything in 
the nature of class war; it builds up a system of social and economic 
ethics which is neither Communism nor capitalism. It denies the right 
of man to do what he likes with his wealth, it denies the right of man 
to enslave his fellow-man. But it does concede to man the possession 
of wealth and its disposition, and it conceives of a system of society 
where no man shall oppress another, but each man shall respect the 
rights and the possessions of another. It conceives of a system of 
society which depends upon good neighbourliness, upon the verse 
“ that thy brother may live with thee.” For class war it substifutes 
co-operation, for totalitarianism the right of each man to complete 
freedom, for Communism the basic right of each tg* possess proper'y. 
It makes not material, but spiritual, acquisition the aim and purpose 
of life, “ for it is not thine by inheritance.” 

It would be too much to hope that the world will, in its present 
State of internecine warfare, of class pitted against class and ideolozy 
against ideology, agree to discard these ideas in favour of such a system 
as Judaism teaches. But is it too much to hope that in the rebuilding 
of our own National Home we should refuse to base that life upon these 
ideologies which are foreign to the spirit of Judaism and the system 
of ethics which it has ever taught? One is pained beyond measure by 
accounts of the introduction of all the follies, all the insensate i!!- 
feeling, which mar human relationship in Europe and which divide 
civilisation into two hostile camps. It was in order to free ourselves 
from the influence of foreign doctrines and foreign ideas that we 
went to build up our land, that we should develop a form of liic 
based upon Our own spiritual treasures, subsisting from the well- 
springs of Our own Torah. There is a passionate love for social justice 
in the Bible, but it is not a love which depends upon hatred of our 
fellow-man. It is a love which depends upon the recognition of the 
brotherhood of man and the need for man to act towards his fellow 
as a brother, “ to be a good neighbour.” 

Isaiah and Amos both inveighed against oppression of the poor, and 
in words of fiery vehemence attacked those who had departed from the 
spirit of their faith. But it is not a bleak philosophy of a world 
motivated entirely and solely by economic considerations that they 
teach, but a world moved by the Divine spirit. There is in Judaism 
an ethical content and a desire for social righteousness which can 
satisfy the most militant crusader for the reformation of the world. 
But it is Moses and not Marx who should be our guide, and that 
guide leads us to a realisation of the one thing that the world lacks 
to-day, good neighbourliness, respect for the property of others because 


one has respect for one’s own—“let the property of thy neighbour 
be as dear to thee as thine own.” set /

POLICY UNCHANGED 


Pledge to the Commons 
No Partition Without Consultation 


fhe administration of Palestine was discussed in the House of Com- 
mons on Tuesday, when the House went into Committee to consider the 
Colonial Office vote. Mr. Malcolm MacDonald reiterated that no 
decision on Partition would be taken without the approval. of the 
House, and spoke hopefully of the new methods being employed in 
palestine to suppress the terror. He promised that the Woodhead 
report would be followed by speedy action. The question of immigra- 
non was raised, and the Government was asked to outline a generous 
ood definite policy at the Evian Conference: pleas were made for a 
rocurn to the Churchill policy of economic absorptive capacity. Mr. 
Wedewood addressed himself over the heads of Members to the Jews 
j Palestine and suggested that the should take Mr. Gandhi as an 
evample and force the hand of the Government. Mr. McGovern 
spoke eloquently of his experiences in the Kibbutzim and of the wil!

value of a friendly State in the Eastern Mediterranean was emphasised. 
Mie. Matcotm MacDonacp (Colonia! Secretary), opening the debate 
cid: “It is, of course, the most urgent and immediate task of the 
Administration in Palestine to suppress the acts and campaign o! 
terrorism Which are taking place, and great forces of police and military 
are co-operating with that object. I think it can be said that the large 
vands of terrorists have been broken up and destroyed: many of: thei 
eaders have been killed, and many of their members have died beside 
sir chiefs: Nevertheless, the police.and the military forces operating 
9 Palestine are still compelled to wage a campaign against smalle 
bands of terrorists. Unhappily there ts still all too. frequently a con- 
tinuation of acts of destruction of property, of shootings, of woundings. 
of murders, and I think that a good deal of the present activity tn 
this direction is made possible by reinforcements of arms and o! 
men which are coming into Palestine across the northern border o' 
the country. Therefore, one of the objects of the present phase o! 
the Administration’s campaign ts the construction of a great barbed 
wire fence round the northern boundary of the country. That con- 
struction is proceeding as rapidly as possible, and the thirty or forty 
miles to be covered will be completed in the next few weeks 
\cts of outrage and terrorism have been very largely reduced 
in the southern and more open parts of the country, where the Govern 
nents forces can be disposed and can mana@uvre more easly. A 
great many of the unhappy events of more recent times have tanen 
place in the northern country, which is more inaccessible and wild. 
and where operations are more difficult. With a view to meeting tha! 
situation the authorities in Palestine have recently adopted the policy 
of sending police and military to occupy some of these northern 
villages and secure them against attacks, and they are also pursuing 
the policy of building roads through that difficult country, so that 
the forces maintaining law and order can be more easily disposed 
there. We have under active consideration the question whether more 
forces are required in Palestine if we are finally to attain our objective 
restoring law and order. 
~ With regard to policy, of course, the change ot personnel in the 
Colonial Office does not mean any change in the policy of the Govern- 
ment. The various statements which have been made on behal! o! 
the Government stand. For instance, at the time of the publication 
of the Peel Commission’s Report, a statement of policy was tssucd 
by the Government which included the statement that they had been 
driven to the conclusion ‘that a scheme of Partition on the genera! 
lines recommended by the Commission represents the best and mos! 
hopetul solution of the deadlock. The Government at that ume 
obtained the permission of Parliament and of the Council of the League 
of Nations to explore a scheme of Partition, and some few months 
4z0 the Woodhead Commission went out to Palestine to examine in 
greater detail the possibility of a scheme. That Commission | 
carrying out its work as expeditiously as it can, and, pending (sc 
receipt of its report, it is impossible to add anything to the statement’ 
Which have been made. I would, however, say that I think it ts very 
desirable that final conclusions and action arising out of those con- 
Clusions should be taken with as little delay as possible. and the 
Woodhead Commission have been instructed to complete their work 
a\ quickly as they can consistently with thoroughness and efficiency. 
cannot say when we may expect to receive their report: i will 
Certainly be some time yet before they are in a position to presen' 
i" but T can assure the Committee that the Government will give 


the report their immediate attention when it comes to them.” 
PARLIAMENT HAS NOT APPROVED PARTITION 


| MorGan Jones (Lab.. Caerphilly) congratulated Mr 
Vonald on the efforts being made to suppress the terror, and continu’. 
On the general policy of the right hon. gentleman in regard to 


Palestine I should like to make this observation. He said that the 
Government still remain attached to the proposal for Partition, and 
that the House of Commons had authorised the Government further 
to explore that situation. That is quite true, but what is in question 
is the word ‘explore. It must be clearly understood that this 
Parliament refused to commit itself to the principle of Partition, and it 
15 Not committed at this moment. If, therefore, the Government are 
sull proceeding on the line of Partition, it must be clearly understood 
that this House is not committed to it. We are committed to the 
Mandate so far. The right hon. gentleman said that there is a Com- 
mission in Palestine at the present moment, but that he does not know 
when he will receive its report. He added that the Government felt 
disposed to have swift action arising from the report. Very good, 
but let us be quite clear. Parliament will rise at the end of July and 
adjourn for two or three months, and I hope that the right hon. 
gentleman will give us an assurance that no action in the direction 
of Partition will be embarked upon during the vacation without the 
House of Commons having a chance to state its mind. 1 am all for 
rapid and effective action, but the House should be consulted on any 


recommendation the Commission may» make on the question of

INIMIGRATION: WHY ARE DEPENDENTS REFUSED ? 


Jamis Di (Lib., Ely) asked about “ Tegart’s Wail.” 
e wanted it made clear that the new fence surrounding the northern 
part of Palestine runs adequately along the frontier and does not 
leave any part of Palestine on the northern side beyond the boundary. 

He continued | should also like to say a word about the immigra- 
tion regulations and to allude to the many hard cases which have arisen 
owing to the worsening of the situation in Austria, Because of that 
situation the demand for entrance into Palestine under the category 
of dependent relatives has increased, and yet only 200 certificates have 
been granted tor the six months beginning last April. There are as 
many as 7.000 Austrian settlers established in Palestine with many 
dependents who are anxious to go there but are at present languishing 
in Austria 

* [| will give the right hon. gentleman only two instances in order that 
the Committee may understand the difficulties, the anxieties, and the 
unhappiness that underlie this question. One is that of a widow aged 
seventy-four. Her husband committed suicide. Her two sons in 
Austria disappeared, and we know what that means. She has a well- 
to-do son-in-law in Jerusalem eager to receive her, but the quota is 
exhausted. She must wait and she may never be granted permission 
to go there. In another case an elderly Austrian was arrested in a 
round-up in the streets—there was no charge against him—and sent 
t) a concentration camp in Dachau. I need not describe the conditions 
which reign there: everybody in this House knows of them. This 
man would be released if he could leave the country. He has a son- 
in-law in Jerusalem ready to receive him, but he is unable even to 
apply for permission to go, because the quota is exhausted.” 

Josian, Wepcwoop (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) supported 
this plea, saying: “ Every new immigrant, like every new baby, makes 
as much work as he takes. When it comes to permitting an old lady 
‘o go to Palestine, where she can take nobody's job and will have to be 
‘ed. transported, housed, surely that is making more work for people 
'g Palestine and taking no work away from them?” 

fn a reference to Cyprus, Mr. Wedgwood said: “ Cyprus used to be a 
binkrupt Colony. Up to a few years ago subsidies were given annually 
hy this country to Cyprus, in order to make both ends meet. If hon. . 
Members will look at the report they will see that the surplus reserve 
ia Cyprus has risen to over £500,009. That is a pretty good thing, and it 
's a feather in the cap of the Government and the Governor of that 
country. If the Government wish to make Cyprus more prosperous, 
why not take a leaf out of the Palestine book? Cyprus has a surplus 
of £500,000. Palestine, before certain troubles arose, had a balance of 
664.000.0200. How did they get that? They got it by allowing people 
with capital to go into the country, Why cannot Jews, for example, 
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be allowed to go into Cyprus, just as they are allowed to go into 
Palestine, to bring in their trade and capital, to improve the land, as 
they have done in Palestine, and make Cyprus as prosperous as 
Palestine ?”’ 

He continued: “I do not intend to raise Palestine grievances here 
any more. If they want their grievances remedied they must do it for 
themselves. Direct action by those concerned will be infinitely more 
important than speeches and questions in Parliament. When I am told 
that Jewish immigrants are led in chains to Acre gaol, I say that it is the 
business of the Jews in that country to stop it. It is their business and 
not my business. Such things should be remedied by the people out 
there, by collective action against injustice rather than by complaining 
to me or to the Government. British officials in Palestine will respect 
them far more if they complain less and act more; there are pienty of 
methods to be adopted from the armoury of Mr. Gandhi which can 
bring any government to heel. It is idle to appeal to justice in this 
post-War world; an appeal to force is the only way. Unless you are 
willing to suffer and go to prison you will never get anything in this 
world. 


A CASE FOR DIRECT ACTION 


Arm the Jews! 


“ My last piece of advice was the best. I said that whenever any 
trouble arises would you mind thinking of what British settlers would 
do if they were faced with the same situation, and then if you only do 
half of what they would do you will never have to do it again. What 
strikes me about the trouble in Palestine is the humiliation of it all. 
It is going on in Galilee, an area of about the size of Rutland. It has 
been going on for two solid years, and all the time the Jews have not 
been allowed to lift a finger. They must not arm and defend them- 
selves; everything will be done by the Government. Anything more 
humiliating and useless I cannot imagine. There is no sign of it ending. 
A matter of this sort we can stamp out in a fortnight in any other 
country. We stamped it out in a fortnight in Cyprus and in Ceylon, 
and while this is going on it makes the Jews a laughing-stock and also 
makes them suspicious that every action of every British official is a 
connivance at the trouble. You are creating enemies where you should 
have friends, and, above all, you are ruining the prestige of Great 
Britain and of the Colonial Office service. Here you have this little 
tinpot country governed far worse than when Turkey governed 
Palestine. It is still going on, and it is allowed to go on, The Govern- 
ment have decided to continue the job, and at the same time to show 
how impossible it is. I do not want to say anything about it except 
this, that the sooner we arm the Jews and allow them to do their own 
job the better for the reputation of this country and for humanity 
and honesty. 

“In Palestine, you will find that the land is at the root of the evil. 
As long as the people are prevented from buying land, and the price 
of land is inconceivably high, you will have unemployment and stagna- 
tion in the country. There are acres and acres, square miles of the 
country, which could be redeemed and be made productive, but which 
are still held out of the market while Jews are starving in Poland and 


Vienna. The land is there for them if they were given the opportunity | 


to use it.” 

Mr. K. W. M. PicktHorNn (Con., Cambridge University) referred to 
the fact that many people to-day were linking “the problem of the 
ill-usage of the Jews in Europe with the problem of our administration, 
under Mandate, of Palestine.” 

He said: “ For my part, | am not conscious of any sort of difficulty’ 
in sympathising with Jews, but I think the fundamental difficulty in 
Palestine is the depth and sincerity of the feeling of Arab nationalism 
on the one hand and, on the other hand, the Zionist feeling for which 
I do not know the English word, but what the French would call 
étatisme, the passionate Zionist desire to be a State. Thes¢ two things 
are there and are not easily or quickly to be diminished: they are the 
trouble which causes the guns to go off. If at this moment the 
rearrangement of the proportions of the population in that country were 
to be dictated not by factors inside the country but by factors outside 
it, | believe that a very great disservice indeed would be done to the 
Arabs and a not less disservice, even if slightly less obvious, would be 
done to the Jews.” 

Mr. Creech Jones (Lab., Shipley) reminded the Committee of the 
Government's acceptance of the Churchill Memorandum in 1922, which 
laid down “economic absorptive capacity” as the basis of immigration. 
“| hope,” he said, “ that the Minister will seriously consider what is 
meant by the phrase. The statement made in March by the late 
Secretary of State aroused a considerable amount of misapprehension, 
and there is a feeling, in view, particularly, of the tragic condition 
of Jewry and of the lack of hospitality shown to them by almost all 
countries in Europe, that vigorous steps should be taken to absorb 
into Jewish Palestine more Jews than are admitted at the present time. 
I hope that the ban will be lifted and that a generous interpretation will 
te given to the meaning of “economic absorptive capacity.’ ” 


ORGANISATION OF TERROR EXPOSED 


Jews Bringing Civilisation to the East 


Mr. J. McGovern (1.L.P. Shettleston) then spoke of the terror. 
“There is an impression,” he said, “among well-meaning, honest 
people that terrorism in Palestine is due to the open hostility of the 
workers in that country to the possibility of the country being over-run 
by the Jewish people. That is not the case at all. It is being artificially 
created by the Arab landlords, who are dismayed by the progress made 
in the country and are stirring up the Arab peasantry, their wives and 
children. I had an extensive tour right up to Transjordan through 
Palestine. For a month, | spent night after night on the collective 
farms, sitting until two or three o'clock in the morning talking to the 
people with my colleague, the hon. Member for Camlachie (Mr. 
Stephen). We got to know the ideas of the workers, who had been 
driven from Poland, Germany, and other Continental countries by 
terror and brutality. They had escaped the ruthless terror of Hitler 
and his accomplices. In going from village to village we could tell, 


after a short time, which was a Jewish and which was an Arab village. 
The Jewish people with their higher standards of education, greate; 
culture, and very fine living, healthy specimens of manhood and 
womanhood, could be seen throughout the country, and living alongside 
was the fellah, the Arab peasant. He was living in villages which were 
a positive disgrace to present-day civilisation in what was termed his 
bamboo and straw hut, where children were blind as a result of the 
filth and the conditions under which they were living. Here the Arabs 
see the higher standard of culture and education of the Jewish people, 
and the young men and women going about in shorts and modern dress, 
and the minds of the Arab women are being stirred. They do not 
know what is wrong, but they Know that something is wrong. The 
minds of the Arab men are being stirred, and the Arab landlord, afraid 
that the Arab worker may rise in revolt against him, throw them agains: 
the Jewish workers, and says: * There are your enemies, get out you, 
guns and shoot them in the street.’ 

“It is an artificial antagonism because right up on the borders of 
Transjordan, Arabs and Jews came to meet us and we had breakfast 
with them. Arab children were going to the Jewish school on a visit. 
They sang Arab and Jewish songs, and sat at a common table and ate 
a meal together’ We had photographs taken, but the heads of the 
villages pleaded ‘with us not to publish their names because, they said, 
they were being threatened by the Arab landlords that, if they made 
friends with the Jews, death would be the penalty. Men were goine 
round the small collective farms where shooting was taking place a 
night. Windows were being shot in and people wounded. In one 
colony of ninety women, they were running a complete farm, consisting 
of something like 1,500 orange and grapefruit trees, 2,000 fowls, and 
S0 or 60 head of cattle, without the aid of a man. These people were 
performing miracles. My hon. friend the Member for Camlachie said 
‘In the old days in the Ministry | used to talk of miracles, and now | 
have come to Palestine to see miracles.” Lakes and swamps had been 
converted into arable land. Instead of hampering this sort of develop- 
ment. we ought to be sending the torch of progress into the East to 
inflame the minds of the Arab population in order to rouse them from 
their filth to a better standard of living, and give to the East the 
civilisation which is essential. The Jewish people are bringing Civilisa- 
tion to the East. There are tens of thousands of these people waiting 
on the borders of Austria under the terror of Hitler, There ts no greate: 
atrocity in the world than to penalise, imprison, beat, and murder men 
and women because of their race, creed, or politics. It is a miscon- 
ception held in some so-called Left quarters that this is @ great mass 
movement in Palestine against the Jewish workers. There ts land 
there which has never been taken up. There is the land of the idle 
landlord who has lived either in Paris or America and has exploited 
the population. The Government’s Partition scheme is all wrong. 
They agreed to the Mandate, which I might have questioned at the 
time had I been in politics, and they are in honour bound to carry ou! 
their pledge to the population there. They have given an undertaking 
and should go on not only in Palestine, but in Transjordan. 

“1 would put this population of healthy young men and women, 
virile and progressive, on the soil. The Jewish people are said to have 
suffered in the past by not having their roots in the soils. They 
getling their roots in the soil. Who can find fault with the Jewish 
people wanting a home? They are driven from pillar to post at the 
point of the:rifle: they are put in the prison cell and suffer repression 
of every kind. Let Britain play a great part in bringing these people 
out of the bonds of repression, torture, and terror in Central Europe 
and giving them an opportunity of living in peace and harmony and in 
decency. I content myself to-night by saying to the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies that | wish him well in his position. Much as | 
differ from him and his Government, I hope that he will be able to 
bring a measure of relief to the people in the Colonial Empire, and | 
trust that before he vacates his office we can at least say to him: * You 
have made some progress during your period of office, and that, 
whether or not at the next General Election the Government go out 
of office, as | hope they will, we can say for the time being: * Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant.’ ”’ 


BRITAIN'S NEED OF FRIENDLY PALESTINE 


Mass Immigration Advocated 


Mr. R. D. DenMaAN (Nat. Lab., Leeds Central) followed. 

He reminded Members that the Government was irrevocably com- 
mitted to assist in the creation of the Jewish National Home in 
Palestine. That was a War pledge, and failure to fulfil it would be not 
only dishonourable but profoundly unwise. It would be a mistake 
to antagonise Jewish sentiment throughout the world. “ There were 
very definite British interests involved in the original pledge, given 
during the War. It was then realised, from practical experience, that 
it was essential that, if it could be managed, there should be set up 
in Palestine a friendly State. One might, by analogy, say that wha! 
we need in the Eastern Mediterranean is something in the nature o! 
a Portugal, a friendly State bound to us by ties of reciprocal interest, 
so that a major strategica! point is not in the hands of a hostile Powe! 

“ There is the further interest to which the hon. Member opposite 
referred, namely, the interest of our honour. We are not only com- 
mitted by the most sclemn obligations to the Jews, but we accepted 
this Mandate from the Allied and Associated Powers. We undertook 
to assist in the creation of the Jewish National Home, which received 
the authority of the Allied and Associated Powers. We cannot 
Surrender the Mandate from these Powers without Italy being able 
to raise political objections. We hold that Mandate with the approval 
of Italy and the other Powers, and if we surrendered it Italy would 
claim to have some authority to decide the matter. There is a third 
body to whom we are responsible, and that is the League of Nations. 
The Mandate system is one of the League's major functions, and ot all 
the Mandates the Palestine Mandate is probably of the greatest import- 
ance to the world. If that fails, one more of the fruits and achievements 
of the League will have been lost. 

“ There is another question, and that is throwing open the National 
Home to immigration, which was referred to by the hon. Member for 
Caerphilly (Mr. Morgan Jones). He referred to the Conference that 
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about to be held at Evian, which has been summoned by the President 
at the United States, to provide some international means for dealing 
with Jewish refugees. What is to be our attitude at that Conference? 
rhe right hon, Member for Carnarvon Boroughs (Mr. Lloyd George) 
jied of our being the greatest landowners in the world. Are we 
. say that we can spare little bits of land for a few refugees? 1 
_, is that all that a great Empire is able to offer towards the solution 
of this problem of the settlement of refugees, for which purpose the 
p-csident of the United States has called the Conference? Are we 
,, that Conference going to say that there is a political ceiling of 
| 00 immigrants there and that we cannot go higher than that ceiling? 
> jestine is to be the one portion of the globe where immigration is to 
ne strictly limited and confined. 

We have been told, what is perfectly true, that the future of 
pjestine is still sab judice and that as between Partition and Mandate 
, decision has not yet been reached. Like the last speaker, I neve: 
liked the idea of Partition. If Partition comes. why not allow immigra- 
ion now? No one proposes that the scheme of Partition shall give the 
jews less land than ts provided under the scheme outlined. If this. 
solution were attempted, immigration would be allowed up to the 
economic absorptive capacity of the area. Why not allow that here 

{ now? I do not see any disadvantage in allowing immigration to 
take place up to the recognised minimum. We have expressly asserted 
‘hot until Partition has been decided upon the Mandate remains. The 
principle of the economic absorptive capacity has been the accepted 
interpretation of the Mandate policy from the earliest; therefore, I say 
‘hat there is no reason for maintaining this political unopver limit 

| feel real sympathy with the Arabs. I think it is extremely hard 
that any country should have to suffer the invasion of even the most 
deliehtful people if it is against their wish. If there was an invasion 
of angels in Cumberland, I should be very much annoyed: but it 
vou domiciled 100,000 angels in Cumberland I do not say that f should 
snipe them or advise other people to snipe at them. That is the 
kind of reason which I imagine actuates the Arabs in objecting to the 
Jews, but I have no doubt that | should find the angels perfectly 
richt. thoroughly efficient, but perhaps that they had a quite different 
standard of musical joy. I have no doubt that the Arabs have some 
of this feeling, and it ts no kindness to the Arabs to slow down the 
process of the infiltration of Jews. As long as the angels come in by 
a few scores at a time we should probably go on resisting, but if they 
came in overwhelming numbers and we had to accept the invasion as 
an accomplished fact, we should no doubt find them charming fellow- 
ciuzens. So long as you do not solve this problem in the only way 
it can be solved, by a mass immigration of Jews, so long as you allow 
ihe Arabs to believe that by continuing their agitation and making it 
difficult they will succeed in preventing it, so long are you Making 4 
settiement impossible. 

| firmly believe that when this immigration is an accomplished fact. 
when You have a real National Home in Palestine, you will find the 
iwo peoples settling down, the Arabs will be attracted by the superio: 
sta ds of living of the Jews and will realise that life has amenities 
which have been quite outside their range hitherto, and that lite is 
pleasanter altogether. But until that step ts taken, there will continuc 
to be agitation and difficulties. To conclude, I wish to make an appea! 
to my right hon. friend. The great statesman ts the one who, when 
contronted by a difficulty, discovers in it a great opportunity. 1 believe 
that in Palestine we have a great opportunity, and I rely upon my right 
hon. trend to take 11.”

GOVERNMENT REPORT TO THE LEAGUE 


Sad Record of Disturbances 
MIRACLE OF JEWISH PROGRESS 
Arab Conditions Slipping Back 


One phrase is repeated like a refrain in the Government Report 
to the League of Nations for 1937. It is: “ Owing to the disturbed 
condition of the country...” That condition is regarded as 
accountable for arresting progress in many directions, economic and 
social. It has not, however, prevented the Yishuv from achieving 
advances that can only be described as miraculous in the circum- 
stances. The most interesting reflection of those disturbed conditions 
is given in a table of demographic statistics headed “ Infant 
mortality: deaths of infants under one year of age per thousand live 
births.” For 1922 the Moslem rate was 190.39 and the Jewish rate 
122.90. Those rates showed a steady improvement until 1936, when 
they were: Moslems, 136.15: and Jews 57.20. In 1937 the rates were: 
Moslems, 179.33; Jews, 68.70. There can be no doubt that the reason 
for this sharp rise in the Moslem rate was due to the fact that the 
Arabs were afraid to continue using the Jewish health services because 
of the terror directed against any Arabs who made use of Jewish 
social services. 

The statement on public security occupies twelve pages and a 
further three pages under “ Policy.” It is a dismal record of murder, 
arson, highway brigandage, intimidation, and battle. There were 438 
cases of terrorist activities during the year 1937, and the total casualties 
were ninety-seven killed and 149 injured. Included in those killed 
were Mr. L. Y. Andrews and Mr. Avinoam Yellin. The Report 
proceeds to detail the steps taken to deal with the terrorism, including 
the dissolution of the Arab Higher Committee and the deportation 
of some members of that body, the formation of the Awkat Com- 
mission, and the setting up of the Military Courts. There were 903 
persons detained under Defence Ordinances, 816 being Arabs and 
87 Jews. 

The language used to describe this state of aflairs is objective even 
when dealing with the cold-blooded murder of popular and efficient 
Government officials. In fact, throughout the book there is scarcely 
a touch of colour—save that in a footnote to a table of travellers 
remaining illegally in the country they are described as having 
“abused the facilities granted to travellers.” 

Immigration 

The number of illegal immigrants detected during the year was 
1,572, of whom only 304 were Jews. Legal Jewish immigration 
amounted ta 10,536, coming mainly from Germany and Poland. There 
were 94 from Great Britain and 167 from the United States. Australia 
and New Zealand together contributed 18. 

The publication of the immigration schedule is blamed for the Arab 
boycott of the Coronation celebrations. The split in the Arab Higher 
Committee ts dealt with under “ Arab Affairs,’ and the statement 
issued by the National Defence Party, explaining their step in 
breaking away, is quoted. The resolution of the Jewish Agency, 
asking the Government to convene a conference of Jews and Arabs 
to explore the possibilities of a peaceful settlement between them in 
an undivided Palestine, is also quoted, but no indication of what the 
Government did about it is given. 

Dealing with economic affairs, the Report says that the estimated 
expenditure also includes a sum of £P697,000 in respect of defence. 
which represents the excess cost of maintaining the British Forces in 
Palestine over the cost of maintaining such Forces in the United 
Kingdom. The Government surplus is given as £P2,418.000 at the 
end of March, 1938, as against £P4,835,000 at the end of March. 1937. 
_ No mmmediate recovery from the prevailing economic depression 
is forecast as “ the country is passing through a period of adjustment. 
both economic and financial, and it is to be feared that conditions are 
not likely to improve in the meantime.” The general uneasiness 
continued to discourage new developments in trade and industry. 
Despite this, however, the new Jewish undertakings established during 
the year included factories for the manufacture of celluloid toys, 
buttons, varnishes. citrus by-products, aluminium ware, and flour. 
Seventeen new Jewish agricultural settlements were also established. 
Further assistance was given to local industry by the imposition of 
protective duties on various goods. The Report agrees, nevertheless, 
that Palestine is still placed in an “ unfavourable position” by 
Article 18 of the Mandate. 

Land sales totalled 103,000 dunams, valued at £P4,388.556. as com- 
pared with 76,000, valued at £P4,921,000 in 1936. Of the 1937 total 
Jews purchased 29,367 dunams from non-Jews for £P392.916 (13,507 
by the Jewish National Fund), compared with 18,146 dunams in 1936, 
worth £P158,826. The disparity in prices is due to the fact that the 
Jewish purchases were mainly of land outside the towns. 


Education Grants 


The total budget of the Vaad Leumi for education is given a 

£P385,306, of which the Government granted £P42,880, The total 
of Government assistance to Jewish education amounted to £P5? 


52,770, 
and to Arab education £P245,702. Excluding from this the expen- 


diture on administration and special expenditure, the totals . 
education £P186,060, Jewish education £P48,418. giving 
Jewish to Arab education of twenty-six per cent. The numbers of 
children in the age group five to fifteen are given as: Moslems and 
others 241,167; Christians 24,753; Jews 66,546: and the proportion 
of Jewish to non-Jewish children as 25.0? per cent. But the number 
of Arab children attending school (Moslem and others) was 77,238 
as against 68,182 Jewish children. Nine Moslem and seventeen 
Christian children attended Jewish schools. 


The Municipalities are credited with having displayed a “ fair” 


sense of financial responsibility, and the improvement in their working, 
which had been observed since 1934, is said to have continued. With 
regard to the employment of Jews in the public services, it is naively 
stated that the share of Jewish labour amounted to twenty-three per 
cent. of the total wages bill of the Public Works Department, regard- 
less of the facts that Jews, in consequence of higher technical qua\i- 
fications, occupy many of the higher-paid posts, and have been asking 
for representation in. accordance with their numbers in the country. 
In the case of education referred to above, it will be noted, 
proportions are calculated per head. 

The approximate area of State Domains ts stated to be 1.050.009 
dunams. of which 532,297 are held by non-Jews, and 177,773 are he'd 
by Jews. Six registered landless Arabs were settled during the ye 
and “no further claims have been submitted for registration.” () 
the 21.728 persons who acquired Palestinian citizenship, 21,542 
Jews. The number of Palestinian passports granted was by fa: 
largest ever issued in one year. 

Another illuminating passage is that which says: “ Considera: 
continues to be given to the provision of water supplies in the folloy 
towns in Palestine: Jaffa, Tel-Aviv,*Haifa, Bethlehem, Beit | 
Ramallah. Birch.” The Tel-Aviv water supply is obviously receiy: 
very careful consideration since it has been before the Governn 
for three years now. 

It is pleasing to note that there has been greater co-operation 
between the Vaad Leumi, the Chief Rabbinate, and the Agudaih 
Israel throughout the period under review in the matter of (), 
preservation of Jewish interests at the Wailing Wall and Rache'’s 
Tomb. 


Composition of Police Forces 


The statistics for the police force show that there were forty-t! 
British. four Moslem, and five Jewish officers out of a total of fi! 
nine: twenty-four British, forty-three Moslem, and twenty-nine Jewish 
inspectors; 1,104 British, 1.284 Moslem, and 724 Jewish other ranks 
More interesting was the fact that eighty-one British personnel passed 
the higher examination in Arabic and nineteen in Hebrew; in the 
lower examination, 243 passed in Arabic and erghty-seven in Hebrew. 
One British policeman passed the elementary examination in Arabi 

The Report throws an interesting light on the figures for Arab 
unemployment, which it has furnished in previous years, by saying 
that “the unemployment figures of Arabs furnished by Distric! 
Officers were either the result of their own estimation, or of the estim. 
tion of Mukhtars, the municipal authorities or the labour unions, : 
a combination of two or more of these estimates. These figures ho 
proved to be defective and unreliable.” The reports of the Jewish 
labour organisations are still under trial. 

During the year, 2,500 serviceable rifles and revolvers and forty- 
four unserviceable were seized by the police, which forms an 
interesting contrast with the answer given to a question in the Hou: 
of Commons when it was said that most of the weapons captured 
were pre-War and so rusty that the names of the makers were 
indecipherable. Drunkenness is another interesting study: 455 
Moslems were convicted once, twelve twice, four three times, and 
three on four or more occasions. Sixty-eight Christians and f1!\\- 
three Jews were also convicted once, one Christian and one Jew. on 
two occasions, and none of either race was convicted more times than 
that. 

Under the section dealing with public health there would seem to 
be further evidence that the Arabs are suffering in more ways than 
one from the activities of the gangsters. There were 11,694 cases o! 
notifiable disease reported, with 1,388 deaths, as compared with 7,/ 30 
cases, with 883 deaths, during 1936. This would seem to be anothe: 
consequence of Arabs being unable to continue to make use of Jewish 
health services. 

The Report states that agriculture in Jewish settlements has con- 
tinued to progress on modern lines, and there is every indication that 
the Arab farmers are intensifying their holdings as far as is possible, 
and making every effort to increase production.

Consideration of Government Report 
SIR J. SHUCKBURGH’S IMPORTANT STATEMENT 
Adoption of Partition ** Uncertain” 


[From our League Correspondent—GENEVA] 


From Thursday to Saturday of last week, the Permanent Mandates 
Commission, in the presence of the accredited representatives of the 
Mandatory Power (Sir John Shuckburgh, Deputy Under-Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, Mr. S. Moody, Deputy Chief Secretary of the 
Palestine Government, and Mr. A. S. Kirkbride, District Commissioner 
at Nazareth), examined the report on the administration of Palestine 
and Transjordan in 1937, 

In a frank exchange of views, the members of the Commission were 
given information on the general position of the territory and the policy 
of the Mandatory Power, and they will draft their observations in a 
report which will be submitted to the next session of the Council of 
the League of Nations in September next. 

So far as major questions of policy were concerned, Sir John did 
not supply the Commission with any special information. “ Matters 
are now sub judice and their further discussion at the present stage 
would perhaps be out of place,” he told them. 

In his general statement to the Commission, Sir John wished, how- 
ever, to deal with two criticisms of which a good deal had been heard. 
The first was that there had been undue delay on the part of the 
Mandatory Government, and the second that their policy was lacking 
in definiteness. In his view, neither suggestion was justified. As 
regarded the allegation of delay, he recalled that the Council had not 
made any pronouncement till the middle of September last, before 
which the Mandatory could not proceed with its examination of the 
possibilities of Partition, Then, in the same month, there began a 
revived campaign of terrorism, culminating in the assassination of a 
British District Commissioner and his police escort. Firm action \@is 
taken by the Government, and. all the forces at its command were 
devoted to the task of suppressing disorder. 


An Important Phrase 

As to the criticism that the Government's policy was lacking in 
definiteness, he thought this criticism implied a misunderstanding of the 
present position. There must necessarily be uncertainty as to the 
shape and form of Partition, and, indeed, as to its practical adoption 
as a solution [this important phrase was omitted from the reports 
sent out by certain news agencies], until it could be Known for certain 
that the Commission had found it possible to recommend a scheme of 
Partition that could be regarded as equitable and practicable. 
question of principle, there was no uncertainty or indefiniteness. The 
view that Partition offered, in principle, the best and most hopeful 
solution of the Palestine deadlock remained the definite opinion of the 
Mandatory Government. 

One important field of administration in Palestine had been affected 
by the decision to proceed with the investigation of the possibilities of 
Partition, namely, the control of immigration. He would only say 
that the present system of control was admittedly arbitrary and tem- 
porary, but the Mandatory Government did not regard it as in any way 
inconsistent with their obligations under the Mandate. It was a 
temporary measure, and His Majesty's Government intended that once 
the boundaries of the various areas under an equitable and practicable 
scheme of Partition had been defined, and as long as the existing 
Mandate remained in operation, Jewish immigration should be 
regulated, as concerned the non-Arab areas, by the principle of 
economic absorptive capacity. 

Turning to the question of general administration, Sir John explained 
that the Government's principal task had been the maintenance of 
public security, which had in the past year absorbed much of its 
energies and financial resources. 

The disturbed state of the country had resulted in a distinct 
reduction of economic activity. Government revenues were also 
seriously affected, transforming the large surpluses of recent years into 
deficits. The surplus of £6,200,000 on April Ist, 1936, had now fallen 
to £2,300,000. This position was receiving the most careful considera- 
tion of the Mandatory Government. 


Commission and Government's Explanations 


I am reliably informed that the members of the Commission offered 
less criticism of the Mandatory’s attitude in combating unrest than they 
did last year. They are said to have recognised the goodwill which 
inspired the British Government in suppressing the terrorists. The 
representatives of the Mandatory deseribed the immense difficulties 
encountered in wiping out the small bands which crossed the frontiers, 
usually by devious routes, They further expressed regret that Palestine 
However, no reproaches 
were addressed to France on this account. 

Lively discussion ensued on the Mandatory’s immigration policy, and 
practically the entire Commission reacted strongly to the repeated 
reduction in entry certificates. However, they recognised generally 
that the situation in Palestine was very difficult, and that the reduction 
could be accepted, but they were reassured to hear from Sir John 
that the reduction was only a temporary measure. 

The Commission is also reported to have accepted the Mandatory’s 
viewpoint that Jews should no longer be allowed to settle in areas 
which would fall to the Arab State if there were a partition of Palestine. 
On the other hand, the Mandatory let it appear that it might, in the near 
future, adopt a more generous policy in the Jewish area even while the 
Mandate is still in operation. 

It thus appears that England is acting, in its immigration policy, as if 
the principle of Partition was definitely to be carried out.

The curious pro-Arab bias of so many of our colonial admin.- 
strators, past or present, was shown once more when the British

LITTLE HOPE FOR ALTMAN 
Continued Efforts to Obtain Release

DISCRIMINATION AGAINST UNEMPLOYED ? 
Protest at Jewish Agency Offices

Some little help has come from outside, but more 
is urgently needed. Since none of the existing Palestine agencies is able 
to undertake the work, the World Union for Progressive Judaism, of which 
the signatories to this letter form the Palestine Committee, has undertaken 
to mobilise support on behalf of the movement. 

\mong our number there are both Zionists and non-Zionists, bul we are 
unicd. in our sense of the urgent importance of the maintenance and 
development of the work already being done for the spiritual future of the 
Jewish people in the land which gave birth to Judaism, and consequent!) 
for Jewry as a whole. 

i. is no part of our purpose to transplant to Palestine any ol the forms ol 
Progressive Judaism which have been evolved in other environments and 
under other conditions. Nor do we wish to challenge the loyalties of those 
who find full satisfaction in the ancient forms which have been preserved 
in the old Yishuv, or have been brought from Europe. We have no aims 
other than to give an unfettered opportunity to forward-looking members 
of the new Yishuv to evolve, on the basis of Jewish tradition, a religious 
form expressive of their own deepest spiritual needs and ideals. We cannol 
belicve that they will fail to receive practical support both from those w ho 
confidently await a new birth of Judaism in Palestine, and from those who

PIONEER WORK OF NATIONAL FUNDS 


Following on Mr, V. Jabotinsky’s speech at the Anglo-Palestinian 
Club on June 2nd, addresses by way of reply were delivered at the 
Club on Thursday of last week by Dr. Bension Mossinson and Dr. 
Alexander Goldstein. Sir John Haslam, M.P., presided. 

The subject of the addresses was “Old and New Zionists—An 
Answer to Jabotinsky.” and the speakers made the occasion part of 
their campaign for the Mifdeh Zioni. 

Dr. Mossinson said that in spite of the difficult ordeal which the 
Yishuv was undergoing, it had one desire—to keep on with its building 
and creative eflort. When he came from Palestine to Europe he did 
so with the intention of conveying something of the spirit that was 
prevailing in Palestine. He really thought they had more important 
things to do than indulge in a discussion of Old and New Zionism. 
At a time when the future not only of Palestine but of the Jewish 
people for years to come was in the balance, Mr. Jabotinsky was 
saying that there was no real and legal Jewish representation, and that 
the Zionist Organisation was a very small party. Who, asked Dr. 
Mossinson, was to speak in the name of the Jewish people? With 
whom was the British Government or the League of Nations to deal 
on Palestinian problems if not the Zionist Organisation? They had 
no right to try to establish a different organisation at this juncture. 
Rightly or wrongly, he said, it was the only representation that they 
had, and it was the first time for 2,000 years that the outside world 
recognised officially a Jewish representation and saw in the Zionist 
Organisation the embodiment of Jewry as a people. He was opposed 
to the Jewish Agency from the beginning. He was not an adherent 
of the Agency to-day. He had fought tt at Congresses and would 
fieht it in a constitutional way before the body which created it-— 
the Ziontst Congress. But as long as the Agency was the only institution 
recognised as the representative of the Jewish people, no one had a 
right to come now before the world and belittle it and deny its right 
to fight tor the Jewish people. 


The Idea Behind the Shekel 


Analysing the figures quoted by Mr, Jabotinsky, Dr. Mossinson 
pointed out that-Mr. Jabotinsky had forgotten that the right to vote 
in Congress clections was confined to those who had reached the 
ave of eighteen, which reduced the number of Jews able to vote by 
thirty percent. That was apart from Russia and Germany and other 
countries where no Jews could vote. Mr, Jabotinsky had said that 
the Shekel was preventing Jewish public opinion from. expressing: 
itself, and had referred to the poverty of Polish Jews who, he said, 
could not afford to buy the Shekel. He (Dr. Mossinson) knew some- 
thing about conditions in Poland, “and | can tell you that nearly 
everyone can pay sixpence.” The Zionist Organisation was not 
financed by the Shekel, which was a tradition and a sort of Jewish 
National passport. The Jew who took a Shekel signed his or her 
name to an idea, to.a will to live and to liberate the Jewish people 


and create a home for them. It was a great heritage of Herzl's, and | 


that was why they did not want to abolish ut. (Applause.) 

Coming to Mr. Jabotinsky’s proposal for a National Jewish 
Assembly, Dr. Mossinson pointed out how, quite apart from Russia, 
where the Jews were unable to vote, conditions in many parts of the 
world to-day were such that it was impossible to create such an 
assembly 

He agreed with Mr. Jabotinsky when he said that Zionism had now 
become a Vital question for the whole of the Jewish people—a lite 
and death question. It was important to emphasise the need for 
Jewish unity in regard to work and creative effort in Palestine, but 
not as to whether one should buy a Shekel or not or as to whether 
they should have this or that form of organisation. 

Referring to Mr. Jabotinsky’s insistence on demanding both sides 
of the Jordan, Dr. Mossinson said there was no Zionist who did 
not want both sides of the Jordan. It was only a question of the 
way of approaching the problem, and of creating such conditions as

would ultimately make this possible. The way they had fought for 
their rights in Palestine was the only way. 

They were not going to save Mr. Jabotinsky from the bad situation 
in which he found himself by destroying the Zionist Organisation. For 
them there was no old Zionist Organisation. For them there was 
the Zionist Organisation, the only one which existed. 

Dr. Alexander Goldstein dealt more specifically with the attacks 
that were launched by the New Zionist Organisation on the National 
Funds. He quoted from a pamphlet issued by the N.Z.O., in the course 
of which it was stated: 

“ Out of the ninety-five million pounds invested by the Jews in the 
upbuilding of Palestine, less than fifteen per cent. came from both 
the Keren Hayesod and the Keren Kayemeth together. More than 
eighty-five per cent. of the money, with which Palestine is really 
built, is private capital... It is nonsense to say that Palestine ts 
being built by these two Funds.” 

Dr. Goldstein spoke of the great part which both Funds had played 
in the building up of the country under extremely difficult conditions, 
and in his references to the Keren Hayesod said that but for it a large 
percentage of the soil of Palestine would have remained deserted. 
Private capital, he said, could not come to Palestine if they did not 
blaze the trail. If they did not have the money with which to buy 
land, it would remain in Arab and private hands. It was quite true 
that fifteen million pounds in twenty years was tragically inadequate, 
and they must ask themselves how it was possible that the whole 
of the Jewish people had given only this amount. Their answer must 
be to renew their efforts by hard, solid work, so that while to-day 
it was fifteen millions, to-morrow it would’ be thirty millions, and 
ultimately one hundred millions. It was a tedious way, a difficult way, 
but the only way. 

Among the questions which followed, Dr. Mossinson was asked 
whether it was not a fact that Dr. Weizmann told the Royal Commission 
that not a single Jew was demanding Transjordan, and that he had said 
at the Congress in 1931 that he had no sympathy with the idea of a 
Jewish majority in Palestine: also that at the Zionist General Council 
meeting in Berlin in 1930 he had said that he did not believe in and 
did not want a Jewish State in Palestine. 

Dr. Mossinson said he did not consider himself as responsible for 
everything that was alleged to have been said by Dr. Weizmann, and 
he did not think that Dr. Weizmann needed his protection. Dr. 
Mossinson further said that the Revisionists had not created anything 
in Palestine. 


FEDERATION. OF WOMEN ZIONISTS 


* Zero Hour Approaching ” 


A very successful meeting was held on Wednesday evening in last 
week, which was organised by the Federation of Women Zionists, in 
support of the Mifdeh Zion: campaign. Mrs. Blanche Dugdale 
presided, and Drs. Goldstein and Mossinson spoke. Mrs. Dugdale 
said that the foundations of the Jewish National Home had been 
well and truly laid, but that the events of the last few years had 
brought about a race which was literally between life and death 
for thousands of Jewish people in Central Europe. The responsibility 
for human life rested with every Jew and Jewess in those lands where 
Jews were still free to live the normal lives of citizens. 

Dr. Mossinson spoke on the present situation in Palestine. 
said that the creative forces which were so virile and so potent 
in Palestine could not be artificially restrained for long. The Jewish 
people there had many complaints to make against the Mandatory 
Power. But they knew, nevertheless, that Great Britain was the only 
country in the world which understood and sympathised with Jewish 
aspirations, and with Jewish needs. They would, when the time came 
complain of England to England, and they mistrusted those nations 
which, in the guise of interest in the Jewish cause, only sought to 
expel their Jewish citizens, even to Palestine. 

Dr. Goldstein emphasised the need for Jewry to seize the oppor- 
tunities of the moment with regard to Palestine. He pointed out 
that in 1901, a loan of two million pounds which Herzl had asked 
world Jewry to raise, would have made Palestine a safe refuge for the 
Jewish people. Again in 1925, when the Keren Hayesod was 
inaugurated, a five-year plan was decided upon, and it was demanded 
that in that period the Jewish people should raise twenty-five million 
pounds for Palestine. Only two-and-a-half million pounds had 
materialised, although since those days the Jewish people had spent 
a far greater sum for the victims of the Jewish world position. 

They were now approaching zero hour for Palestine and the Jewish 
people, he said. Never before had it been possible to acquire land 
in Palestine at such reasonable rates. If only the Jews in lands where 
they were still free and happy could realise that for Palestine the 
ensuing few months were of vital importance, that they formed a 
kind of Maginot Line behind which the Jewish people could defend 
itself in its grimmest hour, they would come forward with any sacrifice 
t make possible the consolidation of the Yishuv and the possibility 
of its expansion and development.

Big Donation Announced 


Mrs. Robert Solomon, Chairman of the Federation of Women 
Zionists, announced that the family of Messrs. Sieff and Marks had 
contributed the sum of £10,000 for the campaign. She asked those 
present to contribute as a thankoffering for their immunity from 
persecujon. An example of the spirit they needed was given by Mrs. 
Eder who had contributed one week’s income to the fund. A young 
sympathiser, who was also a wage earner, had pledged herself to send 
10s. weekly. Mrs. Eder made an impassioned appeal, and told 
those present to “give until it hurt,” and reminded them of the fact 
that whereas the men and women of Palestine had been ready to die 
for their country, Jewish families in England and America were quite 
unwilling to lower their standard of living for Palestine’s needs. She 
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appealed to them not to have upon their heads the blood guilt of the 
Jew who to-day failed to participate in this vital work. 

After Mrs. Eder’s appeal it was announced that about £400 had been 
collected during the meeting. 


POALE ZION MEETING 


The two doctors also addressed a meeting arranged by the Poale 
Zion on Saturday evening last at the West Central Rooms, Noe} 
Street, W., at which Dr. Y. Krupenia presided. 

Dr. Goldstein said that there were fears in Palestine for the safety 
of the settlements when the rainy season started as, owing to the lack 
of roads. communications would be very difficult. It was their du 
to support the Mifdeh Zioni in order to avert a tragedy. The Yishuy 
was not merely fighting its own battle but also the battle of wor|d 
Jewry. It would be easy for the Jews in Palestine to come to an 
arrangement with the Arabs if they had not got to consider the position 
of their brethren in other countries, 

Dr. Mossinson said that there were no words adequate to describe 
the situation of the Jews in Central Europe. Jews were the baromete: 
of the world: when humanity began to slip backward, the Jews were 
the first to feel it. The only way out of that situation was for the 
Yishuv to become a real force in the affairs of the world. Britain 
was beginning to realise that Palestine was part of the problem o! 
Europe. | 

In Palestine. he said, the army was now awakening to the fact tha: 
Jews must play their part in defending Palestine and the Suez Canal,

MR. JABOTINSKY IN LIVERPOOL

Its platform, he said, consisted of four main planks, which were: |, 
the Ten-Year Plan, 2, an international conference to consider problem: 
of Jewish migration, 3, a national assembly without charge for men 
bership, and, 4, Opposition to all forms of Partition. The first plank 
embraced the immigration of one-and-a-half million Jews into Palestin: 
on both sides of the Jordan. The Ten-Year Plan was not the fulfil- 
ment of Zionism, it was only the first stage: but one-and-a-half million 
Jews in ten years would give them a small majority in Palestine, and 
from that moment conditions must change absolutely, 


The reserved seats at the meeting were “ boycotted” by Zionists 
and Young Zionists, who occupied the unreserved seats at the back 
“Of the hall. [his section also “boycotted” the literature 
being sold by members of the Young Judeans, supporters. of the 
new N.Z.O. branch. In opening the meeting, Dr. Harris asked fo: 
Silence, saying that, as this was a free country, he was allowed free 
speech and he had the right to change his mind. He now realised 
that there was more in Mr. Jabotinsky’s idea than in that of the 
General Zionists. 

Atter Mr. Jabotinsky’s speech, Mr. Norton proposed a vote 0! 
thanks to him. He proceeded to explain his reasons for leaving the 
old Movement, and his speech was continually interrupted by heckling 
and booing.

Voluntary Shekel Collection 


[From our Correspondent] 


The annual meeting of the Withington Congregation of Spanish and 
Portuguese Jews was held recently at the Synagogue Chambers, 
Queen's Road, West Didsbury. Mr. J. E. Anzarut, Parnas Presidente, 
was in the Chair. The annual report states: | 


The Congregation had received an invitation to attend: a mecting called to 
discuss the possibility of appointing a Communal Rav for the Manchester and 
Salford Jewish Communities. The Mahamad desire to record that while this 
Congregation was prepared in the interests of the Community to accept the 
invitation to be present at the meeting, our representatives made it clear that 
the Sefardi Community could not give allegiance to a Communal Rav, when 
appointed. The annual report of the Talmud Torah Classes was highly satis- 
factory. The number of children on the roll was 122. The Mahamad records 
their appreciation of the work of the Rev. J. Pereira-Mendoza, who continues 
to discharge his manifold duties at the Synagogue and maintains his interest 
in the welfare of the younger members of the Community. 


The Treasurer, Mr. David Menashe, moved the adoption of the 
balance-sheet. He thanked the Yehidim for their support. Reports 


were submitted to the meeting by Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree, one of the 


Congregation’s delegates to the Board of Deputies, and by Mr. J. 
Leon, delegate to the Shechita Board. Mr. Leon, who regretted he 
would not be able to attend future meetings of the Board, was thanked 
for his past services. Messrs. N. Slutzkin and A. R. Shabetai were 
appointed delegates to the Shechita Board. 

It was unanimously approved that, in order to facilitate the sale and 
distribution of Shekalim, the Mahamad be empowered to expend 
a sum such as would represent the cost of a Shekel per head of the 
male members of the Congregation, and that the Mahamad be 
empowered to collect the whole of such total sum from the male 
members of the Congregation as a voluntary offering. The following 
were elected as Executive and Mahamad for the ensuing year:

In the presence of a large assembly, the new Synagogue of the 
Childwall District Hebrew Congregation was consecrated by the Chic! 
Rabbi on Sunday. The Scrolls of the Law were carried in circuit by 
the Chief Rabbi, Rabbis I. J. Unterman, M. J. Krassner, Abraham 
Unterman. and Messrs. H. Graff, Bertram B. Benas, H. Polak, and

The 
toast of the “Congregation and Building Executive ” was proposed 
by Rabbi |. J. Unterman. Dr. S. Canter, Chairman of the Congree:- 
tion, who responded, welcomed the Chief Rabbi and thanked Rabbi 
I. J. Unterman for his valuable help, and the Ministers of the Princes 
Road Synagogue, who had assisted them on several occasions. He 
paid a tribute to the Ladies’ Committee, who had raised the sum o| 
£500. Other speakers included the Chief Rabbi, Messrs. B. B. Benas, 
M. Moorshack, J. Harris, H. Graff, and Rabbi A. Unterman. Mr. Vi. 
Strovitch presented Mr. Graff with a golden key. -Mr. Harris, in 
responding to a vote of thanks, appealed for support for the Synagogue, 
and particularly emphastsed the importance of parents sending their 
children to the Religion Classes.

LORD MAYOR ON POLISH TRAGEDY 
**A Grave Problem for Humanity ” 
CDR. LOCKER-LAMPSON DENOUNCES NAZIS

\ public meeting was held at the Queen's Hotel on Sunday in support 
of ibe local appeal for Polish Jewry. Alderman J. Badlay, J.P. 
‘he Lord Mayor, who presided, said: “ We are met to discuss one of 
the cravest problems that humanity ts heir to. I can never under- 
sind the psychology of men and women who could be unkind, let 
alone cruel, to a child. The tragedy of the sordid cruelty that is 
prac ed in so many different parts of the world is heightened by 
the (hought that so much happiness could be the possession of every 
nan. woman, and child. When we think of the history of the Polish 
people. their repression throughout the ages, one would have thought 
that their descendants would have learned a lesson and would be 
ashamed of cruelty in their own country. The call that is being made 
to-day is not merely to eradicate visible suffering but the merital 
sufierang of Jewish children. I feel sure that the Jewish people will 
-espond with generous giving, kindness, and charity.” 
~ protessor S. Brodetsky, in introducing Commander Locker-Lampson, 
caid that it was very fitting that non-Jews should take part in the 
appeal for Polish Jewry, because while the situation in Europe was 
having an immediate effect on the Jews, it would not stop there. The 
development of anti-Semitism was a symptom of the degeneration 
of the human mind, In a sense, therefore, the cause of persecuted 
fewr, was a’ human, not a Jewish, problem. Humanity owed it to 
the Jews to find out how to relieve the situation in two ways. First, 
hy persuading anti-Semitic Governments to desist from this policy 
and to give Jews their human rights, and secondly to alleviate the 
immediate distress by helping the establishment of the National Home 
in Palestine. 

Commander Oliver Locker-Lampson. M.P., received a tremendous 
ovation. “ We do not require to be Jews,” he said, “to fight fo 
the cause of freedom. I happen to have been born under a certain 
little flag and have learned to love liberty more than anything else 
in the world. lam proud to speak up for the oppressed and the down- 
trodden.” Germany to-day was a slave State, and no one could say 
that a slave State could survive. The brutal Nazi regime of Hitler. 
with its rule of half-wits, degenerates, and gangsters, would not last 
for ever. The time had now come to face up to these pirates. “ We 
must stop the growth of tyranny and Fascism, and we shall do so.” 
Reverting to the theme of the persecution of Jewry, the Commande: 
said that never before had there been such a calculated, such a cruel. 
such «a barbaric attack upon an innocent people. He couid unde 
stand the mentality of political persecution, but that man shou!d 
persecute on the basis of race or faith was the essence of madness and 
savagery. Help must be immediately forthcoming for the victims ot 
this persecution in Poland. “1 want to see in Palestine,” the Com- 
mander concluded, “a body of Jews, millions of them in their own 
indeperident State if necessary—strong, virile men who are willing 
and able to fight for freedom and the British Empire so long as i 
stands for liberty and right.”

Vir. B. Strump, J.P., presided at the monthly mecting of the Council 
ol the Jewish Board of Guardians held in their Thistle Street premises. 
He referred to the death of Mr. Levy, an old member of the Community 
and the father of Mr. A. Levy, the Board’s Hon. Solicitor.

Ellis Isaacs, M.B.E.. 3.P., reporting on the work of the Rota Com- 
mittee, said that in recent times there had been big demands by 
applicants for funds to meet their rent.

When the Board had funds, said Sir Maurice, tt 
could hand out relief properly and adequately, and he instanced some 
cases where tht Board had been able to offer new hope to applicants. 
He appealed to the members of the Board to do their utmost to gather 
in subscriptions, and where possible secure increased donations. 

Mr. B. Glasser. convener of the Board's Employment Bureau, 
reported that the Bureau was proving of tremendous value in finding 
situations for Jewish boys and girls leaving school. Sir Maurice Bloch 
expressed the thanks of the Council to Mr. Glasser for his work. It

THis year’s celebration of the fourth centenary of the English Bible ts

A Refugee on Vienna 
JEWS SYSTEMATICALLY RUINED 


Daily Fear of Arrest 


[By our Special Correspondent] 


No one outside Austria can understand the horrible hopelessness. 
the awful despair, that is settling on Austrian Jewry,” was repeated to 
me time and again by a man from Vienna [ talked with this week 
for obvious reasons (there is tragedy implicit in those words alone) no 
names can be given, but my informant classed himself as one of the 
lucky ones who have got out of the Nazi hell. 

You in England,” he said, “ have heard and read a great deal about 
7 scrubbing and washing squads’—Jews in the streets ordered 
capriciously and maliciously by the young hooligans of the S.A. to 
wish pavements, motor-cars, etc. | myself have scrubbed motor-cars 
to order—but that ts not the worst. At least, in two or three hours it is 
over but the fear of arrest each night by the Gestapo never leaves one. 
ihere is a grim saying in Vienna: If the bell rings in Paris at sc¢en in 
the morning, you Know it's the milkman; but if it rings at seven in 
Vienna‘then its the Gestapo. The habit has grown of looking fearfully 
at one’s watch in the morning——and if it is already 7.30, then one sighs 
with relief—another day might be passed safely!” 

[he situation is worse in Austria (went on my informant) than in 
Germany, because in Austria the Nazi persecution has been more 
sudden and more thorough. “ Confiscations “ came immediately. Not 
only that, but the Nazi youth in Vienna have simply been out of hand. 
helped by the returned Austrian “ legionaries,” some of the lowest of 
the low, criminals many of them. No one will ever know the extent 
of the damage and thieving they committed in the first days of the 
invasion, Sheer sadism is allowed full vent—how else could one 
account for the deliberate destruction of two Jewish soup-kitchens 
which helped to feed the poorest of the poor? Seyss-Inquart, even 
if he wanted to, can do nothing, he ts merely a puppet in the hands of 
his German masters. And even Biirckel has not got too tight a hold 
on the unruly elements. 

jewish business men are being systematically ruined. It is coolly 
admitted that the putting in of Nazi “ commissars” in most Jewish 
businesses is simply to see that they are destroyed. The wages alone 
charged for the “ commiussar ~ in the small businesses are more than the 
profit ordinarily made. And the Jewish working proprictor is 
magnanimously allowed a “ salary,” but sleeping partners get. nothing 
at all. Wholesalers will sell goods to a Jewish retailer, but only fo 
cash. There is no more credit for Jews. And as their means have been 
hiched in various- ways from them, the Jewish traders therefore cannot 
get goods, because they cannot pay Cash. 


Regular Boycott Days

customers away. For a few days alterwards customers-—“Aryans ~ 
among them—will creep back, until another “ boycott day © 1s ordered 
lt is no use for any Jew to complain oi anything to the police. It one 
docs so despairingly, the police reply: “~ Please do not come to us, we 
cannot do anything. You only make trouble for us.” All they are 
permitted to do, apparently, is to direct traffic in the streets! 

ihe terror settled on Vienna within a few hours of the German 
occupation, Before it happened, people said it was “impossible in 
gay. warm-hearted Vienna. But warm-hearted Vienna got cold tect, 
and swastikas appeared like magic in the button-holes of the “Aryans.” 
who tried to make out that they were all old members of the “ party.” 
Disappointment swiftly followed for the Austrian Nazis, who had 
hoped to seize the soft jobs, -All the big positions have gone to 
Germans, and the Austrian Nazis have been left with the unimportant 
posts. One of the earliest acts of the German authorities, apparently 


lo enlist the support of the workers, was to draft numbers of men 
from Vienna, through the “ Kraft durch Freude” (“ Strength through 
Joy “) movement, to factories in Germany, with specious stories of the 
prosperity coming to them. But these workers were warned not to talk. 
Being sull human beings, however, they talked with German workers in 
the factories and discovered. that the promised prosperity was an illusion 
and that wages were low and conditions bad. When they arrived back 
in Vienna they talked of their experiences—and the prisons had a 
sudden accession of new inmates. When Hitler paid his visit to Vienna, 
few of his “loving” subjects saw him, he was so well guarded from 
the expressions of their love. S.A. and S.S. men, soldiers, and militia 
lormed ranks four and five deep on both sides of the whole route. 


The Price of Escape 


One can leave Austria—at a price. A huge form must be filled in and 
stamped, proving that one has paid one’s dog tax, house (x, and every 
other tax (which does not necessarily mean that one owns a dog oF a 
house!). If one argues about the arbitrary assessment, say, of Income 
lax, the collector briefly replies that it will take some months to 
investigate, so the would-be emigrant pays what is demanded. But 
the most tragic part for the majority of the Jews, and the part that has 
driven so many of them to despair (“two thousand suicides im a 
month—and probably many more to come ”) is that the world IS 
closed to them. Even if they can leave, where can they go’? Counts 
after country turns a pitiless face against them, and the Jewish Cont 
munity is slumping into a state of frozen hopelessness. i 

Jewish businesses can be sold to “Aryans,” but at a fraction ol Gren 
price and on condition that the Jew signs an agreement to leave Austtia 
within a stated time. He signs—he has no option, but then finds he 
cannot get a visa to leave, or if he has a valid passport, he cannot lind 


a country that will admit him. So, for “ breaking” his agreement 
with the Nazi torturers, he is arrested. And so the vicious circle goes 
round, with constant arrest and fear of arrest. Thousands of Jews are 
_ registered " with the “ Kultusgemeinde,” the Palestine Office, the 
Z.0., and the Wizo, for emigration (incidentally, all these organisations 
work under strict control of the Nazis), but it is a forlorn hope for all 
of them. Its only use is the pathetic one of self-delusion that “ some- 
thing is being done.” 

Ihe Jews of Austria have the dreadful feeling that they are really 
lost. There is no hope either inside or outside. Soup-kitchens will 
feed a man and his family from day to day, but what of the rent and 
other payments’ Ina state of desperation, the Jews feel that their only 
escape lies outside Austria. The most common object in Jewish houses 
now Is a map of the world, and the most common sight the members of 
the family poring over it, wondering, wondering where in the wide 
world there is any space for the poor hunted and persecuted Jew.

1WO MORE JEWS DIE IN DACHAU 
Vienna Arrests Continue 


FORCED LABOUR ON GERMAN ROADS 


Further street arrests of Jews were reported this week from Vienna. 
Postcards from new arrivals at the Dachau concentration camp also 
began to dribble through the post, dispelling any doubts concerning 
the fate of many hundreds of Jews taken into custody during the last 
fortnight. For the most part, the carefully censored cards addressed 
to families of the victims stated merely that the writer was well and 
could use small sums of money. 

lwo further deaths of Jewish prisoners are reported from Dachau. 
The mother of a youth named Lazarus, aged twenty-two, whose two 
brothers are also at Dachau, received a curt notice announcing that he 
had been buried: The other death was that of Georg Klepert, aged 
thirty, who was arrested about two weeks ago. 

Among those recently arrested, it. is now learned, were Moritz 
Oesterreicher. one of Vienna's leading jewellers, and his son. The 
Oesterreicher firm: established several generations ago, were official 
‘ewellers to the Austro-Hungarian Imperial Court. A few weeks ago 
they delivered to the King of Albania the diadem worn by his bride 
at their wedding. It is stated that arrests among Jews in the jewellery 
trade have been particularly heavy. Some quarters estimate that ninety 
per cent. of Austria’s Jewish jewellers are under arrest, their shops 
being left in the hands of Nazi commissioners. Certain it ts that 
many former Jewish shops now show “Aryan enterprise” signs in 
their windows. 

\s reported, not all of the arrested Jews are being sent to Dachau; 
many are beiag enrolled in forced labour battalions. “ Near Berlin,” 
reports the SuNDAY. Times, “special barracks are being erected to 
house ‘Vienna jobless. many of whom were formerly prominent Jewish 
dociors and lawyers who have been seized and who are now being 
compelled to work on German roads under supervision of their 
Schutzstaflel gaolers.” 

Apart from. the present threat of Dachau facing every adult Jew 
under the age of fifty, Jewish morale has suffered increasingly during 
the past few weeks from the tyranny of small Nazi Party and Storm 
Troop chief who continually harass Jews in their districts. 
Repeatedly, for instance, Jews are chased from the pavements of the 
Wallensteinstrasse in the Vienna Jewish quarter and forced to walk in 
the road. Signs barring the Tuerkenschanz Park to Jews and 
designating “ghetto benches” for them in the Elizabeth Promenade 
hear no official Party or Government sign, but neither have they been 
ordered to be removed by any official source. On several occasions 
Jews have been chased out of other parks, notably the quay park 
slong the Danube canal, by S.A. Storm Troopers, or youths wearing 
the Nazi Party armband 

Muring the week, one of Vienna’s cheaper newspapers demanded 
-shetto cars” for Jews on the city tramway system. It is not believed 
that there is any official backing for this demand, but its appearance 
in a popular newspaper Is taken as an indication of the temper of the 
Austrian Nazis. 

Nazi pickets are everywhere preventing non-Jews from entering 
Jewish shops and “ Aryans ~ found trading with Jews are given short 
<hrift. In fact, the Nazis boast that they have succeeded in isolating 
the Jewish shops in a very short time. Recent developments in this 
field throw a curious sidelight on the Nazi mentality, Having helped 
“Aryan” businessmen to get rid of Jewish competition and thus 
eiven them a free hand to raise prices, particularly of food, to 
* Aryan” customers, the Nazis are now seeking to meet the present

NEW ROUND-UP IN BERLIN 
Hundreds Seized in Early Morning Raid 


Early last Monday morning the Berlin police organised their second 
wholesale round-up of Jews within a fortnight. An unknown number 
of Jews were taken into custody at their homes—in some cases at their 
places of business—and were transported to the police headquarters at 
the Alexanderplatz. 

Unlike the first round-up, which occurred in raids on popular 
Kurfuerstendamm cafés in full view of passers-by, this week’s arrests 
were carried out quietly and were not reported in the Berlin Press. In 
some quarters the number of arrests was estimated to run into several 
hundreds. | 

On Tuesday, hundreds more Jews were seized in their homes and 
in Kurfuerstendamm cafés. Many of this week's victims are said to 
have been transported to the new concentration camp at Buchenwald, 
near Weimar. It is stated that the arrested Jews are being examined to 
establish their fitness for hard labour. 

The Gestapo’s renewed attack on the Jews, coinciding as it does 
with the mass arresis that have taken place in Vienna in the last few 

weeks, has plunged Berlin Jewry into a state bordering on panic. The

BELGIUM AND ILLEGAL IMMIGRANTS

It is friendly in tone but strict in its terms, and 
it applies to those already in the country as well as to the new arrivals 
It is laid down that foreigners entering the country without papers wi!

It is stated further. that political refugees will not be permitted to 
carry on activities which would disturb relations with foreign countries.

or circulars. Contravention of this order will expose foreigners to 
expulsion from Belgian territory. Restrictions on speakers do no!

SPIES AND JEW-BAITERS 
Nazi Plots in Alsace-Lorraine 
FRENCH GOVERNMENT URGED TO ACT 


[From our Correspondent—Paris} 


Thirty-eight cases of obvious spying, in which the accused were 
either Germans (in three cases), Fascists, or Autonomists of French 
nationality, have been dealt with by military and special tribunals 
in Alsace-Lorraine since the beginning of this year. This fact, revealed 
in the last issue of LA Lumiere, of Paris, brings into relief the 
dangerous Character of the Nazi intrigues in the reconquered French 

rovinces. 

While their purpose is of an obviously subversive nature, the Nazi 
agents try to camouflage their activity by lending it an anti-Semitic 
colouring, especially since they have been scared by the publicity 
given to them in some Paris papers. Under the heading of “ The Trick 
of Anti-Semitism,” M. René Laffargue, the author of the article in 
LUMIERE, writes : 

Our Hitlerists always have recourse to this (anti-Semitism) when 
they sense that political agitation proper would risk involving them 
in trouble. Thus, when they were seized with fear a few weeks ago, 
one witnessed the appearance of a purely anti-Semitic campaign. 

Ai the conference of the so-called Autonomists, held at Strasbourg 
recently, the. article goes on, anti-Semitism was the scarcely disguised 
theme of the principal speeches. “Commercial travellers” journey 
across the country, visiting village after village, and their itinerary 1s 
marked by a trail of handbiils which, on the day after their visit, 
are found posted on Jewish shop-windows. “Distributors of 
parcels of tracts cross the country in every direction, delivering thei 
packages to confederates who await them at the stations.” At the 
bevinning of May, handbills appeared in the frontier .district of 
Havenau bearing the emblem of a skull and the legend: “ Beware. 
Jewish shop.” A short time after, handbills of the same pattern were 


stuck on Jewish shops in Obernai, and later in Colmar and Mulhouse. 


Nazi Geography 
\ Jewish bookseller of Mulhouse exhibited in his window a map 
used in the schools of the Reich which shows all countries of German 
culture. The German-French frontier traced on it was that of 1914 
Beyond that frontier, the map marked as German the cities of Nancy 


Nanzig.” a German city until 1766), Epinal (* Spienein Remire- 


mont (* Romberg;”) Montbéliard (* Mompelgard.”) and Besancon 
(marked as “ Bisanz,” which, according to the map, was German from 
1032). The showing of the map provoked the tre of the local Hitlerites, 
and tor several days the bookshop was defaced by insulting posters. 
Ihe print of one poster was still fresh when discovered in the morning, 
thus showing that the Nazis possessed a clandestine printing press in the 
town. In spite of the instructions issued by the authorities, the local 
police failed to identify the perpetrators. 

Apart from local propaganda, anti-Semitic tracts are imported either 
directly from the Weltdienst-Verlag, of Erfurt, or from Algeria, where 
they are printed and distributed by a certain newspaper. It ts interesting 
to note that the Editor of the Algerian newspaper was present at the 
meetings called to form the Francist Party, together with a German 
spy, later sentenced to twenty years’ imprisonment, and a leader ol 
the * Cagoulard * conspiracy who fled during the investigation of the 
affair 

M. Laflargue asserts that certain police authorities display a singular 
passivity towards the Hitlerist machinations. A certain high official 
of the Department of Moselle is even described as having shown a 
partiality for the worst enemies of France. Nothing has yet been 
done to prevent the entry of Hitlerist publications. During the last 


week of March, 69,311 copies of various German periodicals 


are said to have been imported into Alsace. Three papers have 
been banned since the beginning of the campaign in La Lumiere, but 
nothing prevented them from reappearing under another name. 

The danger of Hitlerist propoganda in Alsace was referred to recently 
at a conference of the Committee of the Popular Front of the Lower 
Rhine. A_ resolution was adopted expressing indignation at the 
audacious campaign being conducted under the cover of Autonomism, 
and urging the Government to take energetic steps against the anti- 
French intrigues and to restore to the frontier provinces a feeling of 
security and faith in the force of France. 


MILDER TREATMENT OF ALIENS 


During May, 50,000 aliens called at the Paris Police Prefecture. 
They included 14,000 aliens who were not registered before, and 3,000 
of them were granted the right of residence, the position of 4,000 Is sull 
in suspense, pending the result of investigations, and over 4,000 must 
leave the country within definite periods. On the whole, it ts reported 
that the police have lately become more lenient—a gratifying develop- 
ment which is believed to be due to interventions, including those b) 
a delegation of the French Socialist Party, led by M. Paul Faure, the 
General Secretary of the Party; the General Confederation of Labour: 
and the Committee for the Defence of the Jews of Central and Eastern 
Europe, under the leadership of Senator Justin Godart. M. Daladier 
and the Minister of the Interior, M. Sarraut, then promised s) mpathetic 
consideration. 

M. Sarraut told one delegation that the French Government! intended 
(0 deport only “undesirable” elements, but would give protection 
10 political refugees. The aim of the latest regulations, the Minister 
cclared, was to. protect political refugees in the spirit of French tradt- 
lions, for they gave a certain official status to the refugees which 
Protected them against unpleasantness. M. Sarraut assured the de'ega- 
= that he would carefully consider any case ol maltreatment ol 
relugees brought to his notice. 


CANADIAN ANTI-SEMITIC MENACE 


Church Leaders’ Denunciation 


_The United Church of Canada, representing the Congregational 
Churches of Canada, the Methodist Church, and the Presbyterian 
Church, last week issued a statement sharply condemning the anti- 
Jewish policy of the exponents of totalitarianism. The statement, 
signed by the Rev. Gordon A. Sisco, Secretary of the United Church 
of Canada, was sent in the form of a message to Dr. Stephen S. Wise, 
President of the American Jewish Congress. 

[he United Church of Canada,” the statement declares, “ is greatly 
concerned that oppression is being visited on the Jews by leaders and 
exponents of totalitarianism. We believe that this is a dark blot upon 
the civilisation of our time. The Commonwealth of British Nations, 
of which we form a part, has developed its type of civilisation on the 
basis of freedom to all religions and respect for human rights. We 
still believe in these principles, and look upon their disregard as a 
threat to the heritage that centuries of faith and effort have endeavoured 
to periect. . 

“As a Christian Church,” the statement goes on, “ we extend our 
heartfelt sympathy to suffering Jewry. We know that those who oppose 
the ethical monotheism of your religion are equally ready to oppose 
the universal implications of the Christian religion. If one can be 
driven headlong by persecution, so can the other. . . . We view with 
great sorrow the spread of anti-Semitic propaganda in Canada by 
Various agencies at the present time, knowing that it tends to break the 


fundamental unity of our national life and threatens the spirit of our 
democracy.” 


THE SWASTIKA IN CANADA 
Fascists Control Quebec Town 


— Over the City Hall of Sorel, a town of several thousand inhabitants 
lorty-five miles north of Montreal, waves the swastika flag. No one 
ventures to remove tt, for the town, according to the Jewish Telegraphic 
Avency, ts under the control of the Fascist and anti-Semitic National 
social Christian Party of Adrien Arcand. The Mayor and two of his 
aldermen are Fascists, and their capture of control in Sorel is one 
Ol the greatest victories won by Arcand. The “ Leader” himself, and 
members of his Fascist Grand Council, recently visited the town to

VOICES AGAINST THE U.S. REFERENDUM 
Storm of Controversy Rages 


[he American Jewish Committee has issued a statement roundly 
condemning the referendum on the question of a single Jewish repre- 
sentative body for American Jewry proposed by the American Jewish 
Congress. The statement calls for “a firm, uncompromising stand 
against any undemocratic attempt to make of Americans who are Jews 
a distinct political unit.” 

The National Board of Hadassah has withdrawn its support for the 
referendum. The National Council of Jewish Women has also decided 
not to participate. 

Officers of the American Jewish Congress still express optimism and 
hope that at least one million voters will go to the polls on June 25th- 
27th to elect 400 delegates to an extraordinary session, the purpose of 
which will be “to devise a programme in defence of Jewish rights 
and to register their views on the referendum as to whether American 
Jewry favours the creation of one all-inclusive agency on _ the 
democratic, representative basis in defence of the Jewish status.” 
On the other hand, the Union of Orthodox Rabbis of the United 
States and Canada, described as the largest and the most important

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representative body of Orthodox Rabbis in the country, has 


announced its adherence to the programme of the American Jewish 
Congress. 

However, dissent has spread even to the Administrative Committee 
of the Congress itself. One member, Mr. Reuben Fink, has published 
an article in a local periodical in condemnation of the scheme, 
denouncing it as a destructive movement bound to damage whatever 
existing unity there had been in Jewish life in the United States. 

Yet the scheme seems to have aroused the interest and support 
of many leading non-Jews, and 142 members of the American Congress 
znd eighteen Governors of American States sent messages to the 
American Jewish Congress on the occasion of its twentieth anniversary 
this week, approving of its aims. 


S. AFRICAN FIGHT AGAINST ANTI-SEMITISM 
Jews and Christiars Unite 


For the first time in the history of the Witwatersrand University, a 
joint public meeting was held recently under the auspices of the 
Student Christian Association and the Student Jewish Association of 
the University. The meeting was organised by the recently formed 
Society of Jews and Christians 

The speakers included the Bishop of Johannesburg, the Rt. Rev. 
G. H. Clayton, who declared that “ anyone who tries to be a Christian 
cannot have any truck with such a movement as anti-Semitism. It ts 
inconceivable that anyone who prides himself on being a Christian 
can be an anti-Semite.” 

Branches of the Society of Jews and Christians have now been 
formed in Pretoria and Benon!, and arrangements are being made for 
the formation of similar branches in various parts of the country. 


POLAND—Anti-Jewish excesses lasting for two days are reported from 
Tarnopol, in East Galicia, following a quarrel between a Jew and a non- 
Jew. Anti-Semitic hooligans made use of the quarrel to attack Jewish 
passers-by, and many Jews were brutally beaten and windows of Jewish 
houses were smashed. Some non-Jews who were mistaken for Jews were 
also beaten. 

Unknown vandals have uprooted thousands of fruit trees in the Jewish 
orchards of Nowy Dwor. near Warsaw. The orchards were planted two 
years ago with the help of the Ica. The police are carrying out 
Investigavions. 


RU MANIA—ILt is officially announced in Bucharest that the total number 
of Jews who must submit documents to establish their Rumanian nationality 
in accordance with the Citizenship Revision Law amounts to 395,183, of 
whom 143,254 are in Transylvania, 75.319 in Bukovina, 96,934 in 
Bessarabia, and 79,676 in Old Rumania. Those who have not submitted 
their documents up to now will have their nationality status revised. A 
warning that Jews who lose their Rumanian nationality will be sent back 
to their countries of origin was.made recently by the Prime Minister, 
Patriarch Miron Christea, in an address in Czernowitz. 


LITHU ANIA—The Lithuanian police recently confiscated a large number 
of anti-Jewish pamphlets in the Memel district calling on the German 
population to boycott the Jews. Since such pamphlets are illegal, the 
police are conducting an imvestigation in order to discover their origin. 
Many Jews in the Memel district have received threatening letters warning 
them against going to the Memel seaside resort of Schwarzort this year. 
Several owners of boarding-houses and holiday bungalows in Schwarzort are 
refusing to accept Jews. 


HUNGARY—The' recently-passed anti-Shechita regulation has produced 
reactions among the population which are giving the Government cause 
for concern, the Jewish Press Bureau reports. In Budapest alone, as a 
result of the prohibition of Shechita. 400 non-Jewish workers are 
unemployed. The price of cattle has fallen heavily, and there is dismay 
among farmers. The Government has decided to set up a special Com- 
mission to investigate the situation. 


YUGOSLAVIA—The Government has taken severe administrative 
measures against all aliens and particularly against aliens who are Jews. 
Many Jewish immigrants have had their temporary permits cancelled and 
have been ordered to leave the country, says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 
It is claimed that this does not indicate any anti-Semitic intention on 
the part of the authorities, and the deportations are explained by the fact 
that recently several States have undertaken the revision of Jewish citizen- 
ship, and it was, therefore, impossible to tell whether or not the Jewish 
immigrants would lose their nationality within a short period of time. 
It was accordingly deemed necessary to cancel their permits so that they 
should not fall a burden upon the Yugoslav State. 


The Zionists have scored a great victory in the elections of the Belgrade 
Sefardic Community. The new President of the Community, Dr. David 
Albala, is Vice-President of the Zionist Federation of Yugoslavia and 
President of the Jewish National Fund in Belgrade. The new Vice-President

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EGYPT—in the course of a recent stay in Cairo, M. Herriot, the former 
Prime Minister of France, visited the schools of the local Jewish Community. 
He was accompanied by two Secretaries of the French Legation and 
inspected the classrooms in the company of the Chief Rabbi of Egypt. 
At the end of his visit, he delivered a short address stressing the democratic 


spirit of France, “ which supports all oppressed peoples and defends all 
creeds and all races.”

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THE BIBLE AND THE ENGLISH-SPEAKING PEOPLES — 
Continued from page 28 


yndertaking. For it revealed the great living past in the glorious 
language of the greatest English literary age, in the language in which 
Shakespeare also wrote. 
~ We have but to follow the course of the Puritan Revolution to 
realise what the Bible has really meant to this country. At a critical 
period in English history the English translations of the Hebrew and 
Greek Testaments influenced and gave expression to the profound 
religious and social sentiment that was stirring the country. The 
Puritans based their whole conception of life on the Bible, which 
became the inspiring force of their existence. It would be difficult to 
find a parallel for this era when the Old Testament was regarded as 
the ideal in language and sentiment by a large section of the nation. 
he Puritans found a striking comparison between themselves and 
ancient Israel and were thoroughly convinced that the prophets spoke 
to them as directly as to Israel. When the Civil War was raging, the 
Puritans felt themselves fighting for the Lord of Hosts against their 
enemies, Who appeared in their eyes as the Amalekites and Philistines. 
They Wentified themselves with the Chosen People fighting in a land 
of wickedness and paganism to root out those who were on the side 
of the Devil. It was from the time of. the Puritan supremacy that the 
Psalms established themselves permanently in the affections of the 
entire British peoples. For the Puritans the Psalms were the deepest 
expression of their noblest ideals, their solace, and their source of 
encouragement and inspiration. They even went into battle singing 
their favourite Psalms, 

ihe remarkable power of the great Hebrew Psalter during this 
stirring period is strikingly illustrated in the whole outlook of the 
great Puritan leader, Cromwell, himself, by Lord Ernle in *“ The 
Psalms in Human Life”: “ The spirit that he read into the Psalms 
governed his actions at each supreme crisis of his stormy life, the 
most striking stages of his career are marked by quotations from the 
Psalms, in his private letters, his public dispatches, his addresses to 
Parliament, the imagery, metaphors, and language of the Psalms drop 
from his lips or from his pen, as if by constant meditation he made 
their phraseology a part of his life.” 

the love of liberty which is rightly regarded as the inherent charac- 
teristic of the British Nation has frequently been traced to the Puritan 
regard for the Old Testament, inspired by which they took thei: 
spirited stand as fighting for God's cause against human tyranny, for 
the vindication of the rights of mankind against despotism. 

As a background to the stern struggle, there was a remarkable 
interest in Hebrew and Rabbinics among eminent Christian scholars, 
including one of. the most learned men of the seventeenth century, 
John Selden. No other period in English history can show such 
an amazing application of the great minds of the age to Hebrew works. 


The Puritan Sabbath 

One of the most striking effects of the Old Testament on English 
life was the Puritan interpretation of the Jewish Sabbath. The Puritans 
argued that the Christan Sunday must be governed by the Old Testa- 
ment regulations for the observance of the Sabbath. The Kirk 
Councils in Scotland, where the Old Testament had a dominating 
influence in shaping the thoughts of the people, insisted on a very strict 
keeping of the Sabbath and punished those who failed to observe the 
holy day in all its solemnity. The Puritan Sunday became a day olf 
gloom and austerity. It was even regarded as sinful for a mother to 
kiss her children. This dour spirit developed because the Puritans, 
who thought they were instituting the day of rest on the lines of the 
Jewish Sabbath, entirely failed to appreciate the other aspect of Jewish 
Sabbatarianism, the joyous fervour with which the devout Jew wel- 
comes the Sabbath Bride. Not having seen the Jewish Sabbath in 
practice, the Puritans had no conception of the tremendous happiness 
which is the underlying spirit of that observance. 

t is a remarkable fact that to this day in many parts of the British 
Isles, particularly in Scotland and Northern Ireland, where the Puritan 
spirit reigns supreme, the Puritan Sunday remains unshaken, It will 
be recalled that there has been very strong opposition in Scotland to 
the opening of the Empire Exhibition on Sunday. , Professor Trevelyan, 
in commenting on the whole issue of the Puritan Sunday, has pointed 
out that the effects of the self-imposed discipline of the nation in 
abstaining from organised play as well as work on the seventh day 
awaits the study of the social historian. | 

Ihe eighteenth century was marked by the great religious revival o! 
Wesley. which is also being commemorated this year. Wesley encour- 
aged a closer study of the Bible and renewed the earlier Puriian efforts 
to make the Testaments the determining influence in the lives of the 
people. Methodism spread to America with amazing rapidity, and 
became a great spiritualising force, consolidating the Puritan movement 
with its strong Hebraic colouring which had been introduced by the 
early English settlers of the seventeenth century. In Wales; 
“ Methodism swelled to full tide a national revival springing from a 
native Evangelical movement.” To this day, Wales retains a strong 
enthusiasm for the Bible. Many outstanding Welshmen, including Mr. 
Lloyd George, show to a striking degree how the intense study of the 
lestaments has coloured their outlook. ; 

_ One of the most significant effects of the religious revivals was to 
inspire men to fight against the appalling social evils produced by the 
Industrial Revolution. The words of the Hebrew prophets roused the 
hery enthusiasm not only of the Nonconformists but also ol a number 
of outstanding figures in the Established Church. In particular must 
be singled out John Frederick Maurice and Charles Kingsley, the 
Novelist, founders of the Christian Socialist movement. Both were 
Surred by a profound sympathy for the wretched conditions of the 
Poor and were tremendously interested in working-class education. 
oth were inspired by the cry of the Prophets for justice and mercy. 

But the man who epitomised the finest spirit of nineteenth-century 
humanitarianism and= whose saintly life most clearly reflects his 

evotion to the Bible was Lord Shaftesbury. He devoted his whole 
Ne to end the glaring exploitation of child-labour mines and 
factories. He thus explained the motives that inspired him never [ 
‘pare himself in the alleviation of suffering produced by human 
Selfishness : 
“Man must not estimate what good can be done by his own 
Proportion of big and little. God called me to the relict of the factory 


population and gave me strength accordingly. The work was great 
and conspicuous. He may call me to some obscure, inferior, and 
humanly speaking paltry effort. The work may be short and without 
honour. Yet, at the day of final account, the last may be more than 
the first. . . . My invariable and invaluable guide was this, never to go 
in action or belief where the Scriptures would not guide me. This 
never failed me; and if at any time it brought me where I might have 
a doubt, I gave the Scriptures the benefit of the doubt.” 

It should not be forgotten that the whole system of adult and 

elementary education in this country really developed out of the Bible 
classes and Sunday schools of the early nineteenth century. The 
desire to read the Bible and understand it led to the formation of a 
number of pioneering educational organisations. 
_ Its difficult to do full justice to the noble Society of Friends, who, 
Irom their inception in Puritan times, have applied to the full the 
teachings of the Bible to their own lives and have consecrated them- 
Selves to the great task of building up a better world. They were the 
pioneers in the great humanitarian movement to put an end to the 
horrors of the Slave Trade. With magnificent zeal, they assisted Wilber- 
lorce In rousing the conscience of the British people. They assisted in 
alleviating the evils of nineteenth-century prison. conditions. And to 
this day, the Friends continue to go about their inspiring tasks. In 
England and abroad they have no rivals in humanitarian effort. Many 
Jewish refugees will be ever grateful to the Friends for never wavering 
from the finest Hebrew teachings enshrined in the Bible. The truly 
amazing record of the Society of Friends in the whole range of social 
retorm illustrates how a section of the British people took the Bible 
to their hearts and have continued as the greatest exponents of Bible 
teaching in this country. They stand out to-day as a pure spiritual 
lorce in a world of tragically increasing materialism. 

[he plight of oppressed European Jewries has evoked a remarkable 
demonstration of sympathy from every shade of religious opinion in 
this country. This sympathy is not a little due to the real understanding 
of the Hebrew Bible which has profoundly affected the fundamental 
features of British life. A prominent member of the Free Church 
Council was echoing the sentiment of nine million members—one-fifth 
of the population--when he declared that the teachings of the great 
Hebrew prophets are the doctrines that caused the Free Church fathers 
to make their fight for liberty of conscience, as they are also the 
inspiration for those who fight for peace and justice to-day. 

the Bible celebrations this year must bring home to all Jews and 
Christians in this country the fact that the Bible is their greatest 
spiritual possession and an urgent necessity in this age of threatening 
barbarism. The celebrations will have failed in their purpose if they 
do not produce a much stronger spiritual consciousness on the part 
of all who are proud to call themselves peoples of the Book. 

His Majesty the King has sent the following message to the National 
Council celebrating the fourth centenary of the English Bible: “ The King, 
recognising the great spiritual significance of the events which the National 
Council are planning to commemorate on June 19th, feels confident that 


this Sunday will be widely observed as a Day of Thanksgiving for a gift of 
supreme value to the English people.”

BLACKSHIRT PROVOCATION 


Meetings in Jewish Areas 
SEVERE CRITICISM OF POLICE CONDUCT 
[From our Special Correspondent} 


A fortnight ago, speaking at Stepney Green, Mr. Raven Thomson 
threatened that the Blackshirts would shortly speak in Philpot Street, 
Stepney. a completely Jewish area. On Sunday morning they carried 
out their threat. Without previous advertisement, a loud-speaker van 
appeared shortly before midday and stationed itself near the three 
Synagogues in the street. A Blackshirt clambered on to the top 
of the van and began his speech. In a few minutes a large number 
of local Jewish residents were on the spot, and the speaker's voice 
was completely drowned by boos, whistles, and hisses. The police 
ordered the Fascists to close down and broke up the crowd. A scuffle 
followed in which a Jewish woman was knocked unconscious and three 
Jewish lads were arrested. . 

Eye-witnesses complained to me of the behaviour of the police. 
The woman was said by several pedple present to have been brutally 
handled. 1 saw her after she had been attended by a local doctor. 
There were a large number of bad bruises on her body. There were 
very few Blackshirts present at the meeting. 

Another eye-witness told me she was returning from a local market, 
and stopped to «ce what was happening. She also complained of her 
treatment by a certain police inspector. I understand that the trouble 
began after the Fascists had been ordered away by the police. 

Immediately afterwards, a protest meeting, addressed by Councillor 
P. Piratin, was heid. Another protest meeting, organised by the Jewish 
People’s Council, at which many hundred people were present, was 
held in Philpot Street on Monday evening. Speakers, who incladed 
Councillors H. Gordon and A. Best, and Messrs. D. Goldblatt, pros- 
pective Liberal candidate for Whitechapel, and J. Jacobs, Secretary 
of the Jewish People’s Council, pointed out that as the meeting was 
held in the heart of the Jewish quarter the object of the Blackshirts 
was obviously not to obtain ccaverts, but first to cause disorder and 
incite breaches of the peace, and secondly, by provoking disturbances, 
to get all meetings banned. A demand for the prohibition of Black- 
shirt meetings in Jewish areas, which could be nothing but provocative, 
was made. 

A deputation trom the People’s Council arranged to see Messrs. 
C.R. Attlee, J. Hall, D. Frankel, and Sir Percy Harris, the local M.P.'s, 
on Ihursday afternoon. It ts also asking all Jewish organisations to 
send resolutions of protest to the Home Office, and has written to the 
Mayor of Stepney. 

Of the three lads who were arrested, one pleaded guilty, at Thames 
Police Court on Monday, to insulting behaviour,.and was bound over 
for twelve months; and the other two were remanded for eight days. 

Wednesday Night 

Thousands of people wandered about in 
surrounding streets on Wednesday evening waiting for another 
threatened invasion of Fascists. At Bloom’s Corner, at the junction 
of Brick Lane and Old Montague Street, where the Blackshirts had 
promised to hold a meeting, Jewish People’s Council speakers were 
telling a vast audience of their efforts to secure a ban on Fascist 
meetings in Jewish areas. Representatives of the J.P.C. had visited 
the Deputy. Commissioner of Police for East London, who had 
explained that it was legally impossible for him to ban any meetings 
beforehand. 

Meanwhile, as I mingled with the audience, I heard very many 
wild rumours as to what the Fascists were doing. The happenings in 
Philpot Street on Sunday had created so tense a feeling that the crowds 
filling the streets were like gunpowder ready to ‘blow up at the 
slightest spark. At about eight o'clock the spark was supplied. A 
Story that the Blackshirts had begun a mecting at Club Row silenced 
all other rumours. Then the crowds began to move—down Brick 
Lane, across Bethnal Green Road, to the Fascist meeting place, which 
was only about fifty yards from the Bethnal Green Great Synagogue. 

There seemed to be about fifty Blackshirts fringed about the loud- 
speaker van; the speakers could not be heard. Whistles and catcalls 
helped to create a din which drowned everything. My own observa- 
tions at this meeting bear out the reports given to me of the regrettably 
violent methods to which the police were led to resort on Sunday in 
Philpot Street. I saw a number of police rush suddenly at a section 
of the crowd pummelling everybody within reach. All that couid 
have been prevented by closing the meeting; and I could well under- 
stand why, when I was in a telephone booth. a young man suddenly 
opened the door and shouted: “Call the fire-engines! It's the only 
way to stop it! It’s murder!” 

The Blackshirt meeting finished at ten minutes past nine. The police 
cleared a path and the Blackshirt van, filled with supporters, made 
off. For an hour after that | went through excited streets in East 
many of the local police stations,

a special campaign to begin at the end of this month. The only 
possible purpose of such meetings in Jewish areas is to provoke 
disturbances. If the police cannot prohibit the meetings in advance 
they can surely close them down as soon as the inevitable disorder 
starts, Otherwise they are forced into the positon of stewarding th 
; ; pression that they are pro-Fascist. There 
is nothing worse for law and order than local feeling against the 
police. 

In July of last year, a similar disturbance occurred in Stepney 
Green, when Blackshirts held a surprise meeting. Similar charges of

maltreatment were also made against the police in their handling of 


an almost entirely Jewish audience.

THE “LINK” AND THE JEWS 


Attitude to Persecution 
[from our Correspondent—BiRMINGHAM] 


I attended a meeting of the Birmingham and District branch oi | 
Link, an association to. promote good relations between the Brili>'i 
and German peoples, held at Queen's College Chambers last wees. 
This branch, with a membership of 224, is the largest in the country. 
The meeting was addressed by the Founder and Chairman, Admiral! 
Sir Barry Domville, and the Chair was taken by Professor Su 
Raymond Beazley, 

Sir Barry Domville asked for Anglo-German friendship, but made 
no reference to the treatment of the Jews by the German Govern- 
ment. He contended that without Anglo-German friendship there 
could be no peace in Europe. 

In reply to a question on the attitude of the Link to the Jews, he 
said the Link had no attitude. They expressed neither approval nor 
disapproval. The Link had no politics. He denied the suggestion 
that the Link was a Nazi organisation. 

Mr. Stevens, a lecturer in history at Birmingham University, jumped 
up and said that it was upon that very question of Jewish persecution 
that the success of the Link depended. In the interests of humanity 
something should be done to alleviate the lot of the suffering Jews. 
He was a friend of Germany, and worked wholeheartedly to achiey- 
the objects of the Link, but it was an agonising dilemma for a 
Englishman who was steeped in the ethical traditions of England, 
which stood for civic and religious liberty. He was in Vienna at the 
time of the Anschluss, and he could testify that the sufferings 0! 
the Viennese Jews were not exaggerated. That shady side of German 
rule could not be hushed up in England. He spoke as a Quaker, and 
concluded that the oppression of the Jews must be mitigated. His 
speech was heartily applauded. 

Before closing the meeting, Professor Beazley said that he had 
always expressed the view in influential German circles that the!’ 


treatment of the Jews was a real obstacle in the promotion of Anglo- 
German friendship. 
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WORLD CONGRESS FOR REFUGEES 


French Delegate Appointed 
WHO WILL REPRESENT THE JEWS? 


i: is announced that M. Henry Bérenger, President of the Committee 
of Foreign Affairs of the French Senate and formerly French Ambas- 
sador in Washington, is to represent France at the World Refugees 
Conference to be held in Evian on July 6th. M. Bérenger is known 
as an exponent of liberal views who has more than once publicly 
expressed his abhorrence of the persecution of the Jews in Germany. 
He represented France at Geneva in 1933, when the High Commission 
for Refugees from Germany was created. ! he French Government is 
reported to have taken over the technical organisation of the 
( onterence, 

\tiss Frances Perkins, the U.S. Secretary of Labour, who has been 
attending the International Labour Conference in Geneva, has informed 
the Jewish Telegraphic A gen y that the American Government does 
not intend to change its immigration regulations or quotas in. con- 
nection with the Evian Conference. The Labour Department, Miss 
Perkins added, had handed to Mr. Myron Taylor, the U.S. delegate, a 
memorandum on the existing American immigration regulations and 
quotas. Six American officials from American Consulates in Europe 
would be put at Mr. Taylor's disposal at the Evian Conference to 
advise him on. immigration matters. 

the C.V. Ze1TUNG, the official organ of the Central Union of Jews 
in Germany, discusses in a leading article the implications of the forth- 
coming Evian Conference, and appeals to the Jewish Agency to act 
not only as an agency for questions concerning the Palestine Mandate 
but also as an agency dealing with general Jewish problems which can 
he reculated only by means of Inter-State action. 

‘Only in this way,” the paper declares, “it is possible to prevent 
the initiative being taken by new and less representative Jewish world 
oreanisations which, although possessing methods and hypotheses which 
must be rejected, represent the general position of the victims’ of 
Jewish persecution better than the Jewish Agency.” 

lhe paper therefore suggests that, while the present tasks in Palestine 
should not be overlooked for lack of funds, additional funds which 
may accrue aS a consequence of the Evian Conference should not be 
devoted only to the solution of the Palestine problems, but to all 
international problems. 


DELAY IN CHOOSING BRITISH DELEGATE 
Palestine and the Evian Agenda 
[from our Diplomatic Correspondent) 


Mr. Myron Taylor and his colleagues ot the United States delegation 
to Evian are already in Europe, well in advance of the Refugees 
Conterence. It ts a pity that they are as yet unable to establish contact 
with their prospective British colleagues, whose selection has still to be 
announced by His Majesty's Government, and, considering the urgency 
of the rssues to be tackled, has been unduly delayed. 

It is dificult to see how the Conference can avoid dealing with the 
material issue so cogently raised by Mr. L. Kessler in the last issue ot 
THe Jewish CHRONICLE—the provision of adequately spacious areas 
for resettlement for the millions of Jews and others who are threatened 
with eviction from their homes in Central and Eastern Europe. Such 
offers as those relating to Madagascar and to Dutch Guiana would 
certainly merit appreciation. But climatic conditions there would be 
unsuited to any but an extremely limited number of immigrants. 

No doubt every effort will be made in interested quarters to prevent 
the Conference from concerning itself with Palestine and pressing tor a 
wider opening of the door to Jewish immigration. Nevertheless, the 
discussion of this most material factor in the whole problem ot! 
migration will have to be allowed if the Conference is to prove at all 
worthy of its task and of the lofty pronouncements which, on the other 
side of the Atlantic, attended the launching of the whole scheme by 
President Roosevelt. 


EMIGRATION RATE UNSATISFACTORY ” 


The Nazis Complain 
NEW SPOLIATION OF VICTIMS 


Almost 100,000 Jews emigrated from Germany between February Ist, 
1933, and March 31st, 1936, according to figures issued by the German 
Instituie for the Study of the Jewish Question, as quoted by THE 
Times. In 1936 the number of emigrants was 21,000, but last year 
it fell to 15,000. About one-third of these emigrants went to Palestine, 
At the present rate, the Institute declares, “ the unsatisfactory prospect 
remains that it will be thirty years before the last professing Jew will 
have left Germany, not to speak of those persons who are Jews by 
race only.” 

Almost simultaneously with the publication of these figures, Dr. 
Funk, the Minister of Economic Affairs, has issued a decree com- 
Pletely prohibiting the transfer of the money of Jews emigrating 
abroad. The decree is described as temporary. It is said that tt ts 
Intended to prevent the avoidance or the infringement of the Jewish 
Property Registration Act of last April. The decree comes into effect 
a’ once, and it affects the transfer of bank accounts of all Jewish 
“migrants, The prohibition is also extended to blocked mark (Sperr- 
Mark) accounts of emigrants resulting from the selling or repayment 
Of securities after emigration. The decree provides for exceptions lor 
foreign Jews and for Jews whose property does not exceed 5,000 marks 


(£250 at par), 
The effect of the decree, says the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, appears 
» de that henceforth, until further notice at least, Jews who emigrate 
ny part of their property with them.

Whether Jews emigrating to Palestine will also be subjected to this 
process of virtual confiscation remains to be seen. As Mr. Israel 
Cohen points out in the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, the transfer of their 
capital to Palestine has always been effected not by means of blocked 
mark accounts but by the “ Haavarah™ clearing system

A BRITISH APPEAL 
Co-ordinated Efforts 


An appeal on behalf of the victims of persecution in Austria, signed 
by Lord Reading, the Bishop of Chichester, and Lord Sempill, was 
published last week in the Daity TELEGRAPH AND MorNING Post. 

“Various organisations in this country—Catholic Committce for 
Refugees from Germany, Church of England Committee for 
Non-Aryan Christians, Council for German Jewry (Austrian Appeal), 
Friends Service Council (Austrian Appeal), German Jewish Aid Com- 
mittee, Inter-Aid Committee for Children from Germany, International 
Siudent Service Society for the Protection of Science and Learning, 
Trades Union Congress, and Labour Party International Solidarity 
Fund—are engaged in striving to alleviate the sufferings of these 
unhappy people.” the appeal states. “ Their aim, as well as coming 
to the assistance of the more acute cases of destitution in Austria, is 
to ensure that those who are able to leave that country, in particular 
the young people, shall not do so as refugees but as emigrants for 
whom new homes are waiting overseas. 

‘In order to carry out their common policy with the maximum 
of efficiency and economy.” the appeal concludes, “* these organisations 
have now founded a Co-ordinating Committee for consultative 
purposes. But the means at their disposal are wholly insufficient to 
cope with the urgent and multifarious demands upon them. We there- 
tore desire to commend their work to the British public and to appeal 
carnestly tor support tor them and their essentially humanitarian and 
constructive task.” 

lt was officially announced this week that Jews will not receive 
police permission to leave Austria In any circumstances unless they 
sign an undertaking never to return. Before receiving this permission, 
they will have to render an account of their property, paying all 
taxes required of them, and conforming with all other regulations. 


DEPUTATION TO THE HOME OFFICE 


A deputation representing the various organisations concerned with 
the assistance of refugees, led by the Archbishop of Canterbury, visited 
the Home Olfice last Tuesday and submitted a memorandum on the 
treatment of refugees in the United Kingdom. The deputation was 
received by Sir Alexander Maxwell, Permanent Under-Secretary, who 
said that the Home Secretary had asked him to express an assurance of 
his personal interest in the subject and to say that he would give 
sympathetic consideration to their views. The visit was arranged by 
the | earue of Nations Union.

Books for Students’ Summer School 
RECOVERY OF A LOAN 


A meeting of the Central Committee for Jewish Education of the 
Jewish Memorial Council was held on Thursday in last week at 
Woburn House. Dr. M. Epstein, the Chairman of the Committee, 
presided. 

The Chairman reported that following the request of the United Synagogue 
to the Central Committee to reconsider their decision to terminate after six 
months the grant for the class for religious instruction at Wormwood Scrubs 
Prison, the Executive Committee (to whom the matter was referred) had 
re-affirmed the decision to discontinue the grant. It wasfelt that the duty to 
make such expenditure rightly devolved on the United Synagogue. It was no 
reflection on anyone, said Dr. Epstein, that they had decided to discontinue 
this work, but they had not the means for this purpose. 

Mr. Herbert M. Adler said that in reply to a request to send suitable books 
to the students of the Inter-University Jewish Federation Summer School, it 
was decided to send about sixty modern books, published in the last two or 
three years, from their library, which the students could borrow. Also a list 
would be sent giving particulars of books which they could later buy at a reduced 

rice. 

. Applications for the renewal of grants from a number of classes were agreed 
to. Anapplication for a new grant from Weston-Super-Mare was also approved. 

An additional allocation of £1 to the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes 
Was agreed to, to enable the Union to award five Ellis A. Franklin prizes of £2 
each. The Central Committee in December, 1937, allocated three prizes of 
£3 each. 

In reply to Mrs. Eichholz, who asked whether the classes in History and 
Religion which were taken once a week at Butler Street and Brady Street Girls’ 
Clubs were a success, Mr. Herbert M. Adler said that the one at Butler Street 
had been a success, but not that at Brady Street. 

The Director of Jewish Education reported upon his visits of imspection to a 
number of classes in the Provinces. 

The Committee gave its approval to issue proceedings against a person who 
some years ago had taken a loan through the Teachers’ Training Loan Fund, 
but who still owed a balance of £5 10s. A Sub-Committee had met to discuss 
this matter, and decided that the person in question, who ts in regular employ- 
ment, should be informed that unless five shillings was recetved from him within 
a month, proceedings would be commenced against him for the recovery of the 
amount due. The Chairman said that they very much regretted taking such a 
course, but they had to protect public funds, from which the loan was taken. 


THE GAMBLING 


From Mr. SUNLIGHT 


To the Editor of Tur Jewisu CHRONICLE 


VICE 


Sir.-In a letter published in THe Jewish CHRONICLE some years ago, 
] suggested to the Preachers’ Conference that the question of gambling— 
so prevalent in our Community—~should be put on the agenda. The matter 
was discussed, but only in a perfunctory manner and nothing further was 
done. 

Permit me, Sir, to entreat the Rabbis and Ministers who will shortly 
meet in conference, to take up this question again and discuss it in a more 
serious frame of mind. 

Our Ministers must be aware that card-playing has become the “ besetting 
sin of our people in this country. It has developed like a canker, eating 
up and cestroying the very vitals of the Jewish communal body. It ts 
becoming more and more tashionable to hold elaborate card-parties in aid 
of charities and other public efforts; but no one can hide the fact that 
in reality this is nothing but gambling, and it should be realised that it is 
tainted money which the objects receive. 

But the most serious aspect of this pernicious practice is the entrance 
it has gained into so'emn Jewish functions. Card-playing at Simchot 
has become quite general. At every wedding, Barmitzvah, or Brith, card- 

laying for a certain section is the recognised feature of the celebration. 

t is high time that our religious celebrations should be purged from such 
vulgar and abominable practices. 

It may be asked: What can the poor Ministers do to remedy this evil? 
They cannot, of course, prevent private gambling: but the Ministers wnitedly 
can easily rid the religious Jewish functions of this contemptible intrusion. 
They should place a ban on card-playing at Simchot, Passing a resolution 
which should be binding on all, that none of them should officiate at. or 
take part in, any function unless he is assured that no card-playing will take 
cece in connection therewith. | am sure that in taking such a step the 

linisters would be fully supported by the better elements of the Com- 
munity, while the Jewish Ministry itself would gain in dignity and 
prestige. 

Will our Ministers have the courage to tackle this ticklish question?

He would 
like to know how far such services were to be allowed to interfere with the 
class teaching of the children. In his own Synagogue at Dalston, fo: 
instance. the Education Committee felt that it was desirable to have the 
chiidren in the Synagogue, and not at a separate service. 


Dr Snowman said that the work of the classes should not suffer in 
any way by the introduction of Children’s Services, which should be held 
at hours which did not clash with the classes 

Mr. Adler said he thought that the method adopted at Hampstead Syna- 
gocue, where the Children’s Services were held for three consecutive weeks 
e Children’s Svnagogue. and on the fourth Sabbath the children 
attended service in the main Synagogue, was a desirable one, because it 
accustomed the children to the atmosphere of the Synagogue. 

\fr. Salomons said that at the New Svnagogue, the children attended ver\ 
recularly and in highly satisfactory numbers 

[he meeting was followed by the annual prize-giving, which was con- 
ducted in the Adolph Tuck Hall. 

\fter songs, Synagogue melodies. and a Hebrew play had been given by 
members of the East London, Finchley. and North Londor Synagogue 
Classes, Mr. Herbert Adler presided at the prize-distribution, which was 
made by Mrs. Adler. Dr. Leonard Snowman personally presented the 
“FS. Spiers Memorial ™ Prize to Morris Lazarus, of the New Synagogue 
Classes. These classes have thus provided seven out of the ten recipients 
of this award. 

Mr. Adler addressed the pupils after the distribution, and Mr. Fishman 
reported on the progress of the Classes. Dayan Feldman thanked Mr.

INITIATION SOCIETY 


Difficultics at Two Hospitals 


ILFORD AND THE SALVATION ARMY 


Lord Swaythling presided at 114, Old Broad Street, E.( 2,0n Monday 
afternoon over the annual meeting of the Initiation Society, o! which 
he is the President and Treasurer. 

Lord SWAYTHUING said the number of Milahs had decreased from $82 to 
520. The Society’s financial deficit had increased. The number of grants 
made had increased from twenty-one to twenty-four. They were indebted to 
their Medical Officer, who had collected over £70. 

Reporting on the work of the Medical Board, Dr. L. ¥. SNowMan said the 
work had continued satisfactorily. They had still. been unable to obtain 
Permission to perform Milahs in the Borough of Ilford Maternity Hospital, 
and at the Salvation Army Hospital the Jewish patients were only allowed 
to have Milah performed provided they went to contributing wards. Otherwise, 
their relations with all other hospitals had continued to be amicable. 

After discussion, Lord SWAYTHLING said he was quite prepared for the 
Society to take the matter up with the Salvation Army, and the mecting 
agreed to this. In connection with the Ilford Maternity Hospital's retusal, 
the question was taken up by the Society's Committee, but so far its efforts 
had not been successful, and it was suggested that Jewish ratepayers In the 
district should try to use their influence with the authorities, ; ts 

Lord Swaythling was re-elected President and Treasurer; the Commitice 
Was also re-elected. The Medical Board was re-elected, with the addition of 
Dr. A. D. Woolf, | 

The meeting agreed that the amount of the money grant to be given to cach 
recipient of the Society’s benefits for the ensuing year should remain at one- 
and-a-half guineas, with power by the President to vary it.

SALE OF MILK ON SABBATH 


Magistrate’s Important Decision 
JEWS PENALISED BY SHOPS ACT 


Points of great importance to Orthodox Jewish dairymen and other 
tradesmen who sell milk were raised at Thames Police Court on I riday 
when lwo Stepney grocers were summoned by the L.C.C. for failing 
‘Oo conform to the regulations of the Shops (Sunday Trading Restriction) 
\ct by trading on Saturday, April 23rd. It was alleged that the Act 
Cheriminated against Jewish traders who dealt in milk and would

Mr. H. Rick who appearcd tor Shakowitz, said there was no dispute 
(hat mMUK Was sold. ‘the shop where groceries were usually sold was com- 
pictely shut ang eaily morning déliveries of milk were made from a vard 
with a separate entrance. The Act was obviously aimed at compelling 
shops to close on Sundays, but. it exempted certain trades, one of which 
was the milk trade [he opening of a shop on Sundays for the sale of 
milk and cream was not prohibited according to the first schedule of the 


Act 


Hhat means that every dairyman, be he Christian or Jewish, can serve 
milk for seven days a’ week,” said Mr. Ricketts. “ The Act prohibits the 
sale of other goods on Sundays, but makes provision permitting Jewish 
persons to close on Saturdays and open on Sundays till 2 o'tlock. I am 
going lO ask you, sir, to hold that those persons registering their shops in 
order that they might keep open on Sundays are only compelled to close 
their shops on Saturday for the purpose of trades prohibited by the Act. 
It does seem absolutely ridiculous that. if the law of the land says that 
any dairsman can-sell milk seven days of the week, because a man is a 
Jew, and, by reason of his religious persuasion, wants to open his shop 
on Sundays, registers and closes on Saturday, he should be prohibited from 
sclling milk on Saturdays, 

Nir. Ricketts suggested that. -when the Act stated that a shop should be 
registered tor all purposes, it meant only those purposes prohibited by the 
\ct. He contended that Jews should have the same privileges as the 
Christian dairymen. It was quite impossible for defendant to carry on his 
dairy business and not be allowed to sell milk on Saturday, for people 
wanted milk on Saturday as well as any other day. Defendant had contracts 
to supply milk on Saturday, including one with the Stepney Borough 
Council 

Mr. John Harris (the magistrate): If you are right, he would be entitled 
to keep his shop open on Saturdays.--He doesnt want to. He serves his 
milk trom the vard, which has a separate entrance. If he is not allowed to 
do that. his position will be a very serious one. 

Mr. Harris: Am I right that, before a Jew can be registered to open on 
Sundays, he has to make a statutory declaration before a magistrate that 
he conscientiously objects to trading on the Sabbath’?—-Yes. 

Mr. Harris: Then if a Jew, despite that, persists in trading on the Sabbath, 
he has gone back on his oath. He is only allowed the privilege of opening 
on Sunday because he made a statutory declaration that he conscientiously 
objects to trading on Saturday. That puts defendant in a very awkward 
posilion, 


Imergency Work 


Mir. Ricketts suggested that the Jew objected to trade which interfered with 
his attending the Synagogue and only did such work as was necessary, 
and he contended that the sale of milk was emergency work, for children 
needed milk. 

Miller. in the witness box, said’ his grocery was kept in the shop, which 
was closed on Saturdays. On the Saturday morning nm question, the men 
were loading milk for the ordinary round. If he were not allowed to 
deliver milk on Saturday mornings he would have to break various contracts. 
He did not do any work himself on Saturdays, being an Orthodox Jew. 

Counsel appearing for Miller said his business would be ruined if he 
could not deliver milk on Saturdays. He suggested the intention of the Act 
was clearly to prohibit people selling anything apart from goods such as 
milk. which was more or less a necessity. He contended it was a measure 
which discriminated very strongly against the Jews, who could sell milk on 
only six davs, while the Christians could sell milk on seven days. Mr. 
Miller. who was a very strict Jew, did not work at all on Saturdays. For 
twenty vears he had been an official of Philpot Street Synagogue and he 
had been President for the past eleven years. 

In reply to Mr. Harris, counsel said the proper way to look at the matter 
of the statutory declaration was that. the Jew making the declaration 
undertook not to carry on business himself on Saturday, ? 

Mr. Harris: If that were the case, every Jew would get out of it by 
employing Christians. The point is that Sunday is officially the day of rest 
in this country. From the State point of view, we are not concerned with 
Saturday as a day of rest. The general law is that there shall be no trading 
on Sundays, and we are giving people not of this religion the privilege of 
trading in anvthing they like up to 2 o'clock on Sundays. C€ hristian people 
can't trade on Sundays at all. The Christian may always trade on Saturday, 
but the Jew might trade on Saturdays but for conscientious objections, and 
he can trade on Sundays to make up for it. They are getting a privilege. 

Mr. Harris convicted the defendants and fined them 20s. each, with 2s. 
costs. He observed that the points raised were obviously of some 
importance. He felt great sympathy for both defendants, but he wondered 
why they registered their shops in the circumstances.

HE Palestine Exhibition and Fair, 1938, has many unique features. 
But perhaps the most interesting aspect for the Anglo-Jewish 
Community is the fact that some 1,300 Jewish women have been 
working. assiduously for it. This is the first time in the history of 
the Jewish Community in London that so vast a number of Jewish 
women has ever been organised to work for one single object. 

And, moreover, this army of Jewish women workers represents 
every phase of Anglo-Jewish communal life. Distinguished members 
of the Union of Jewish Women (that Jewish women’s organisation with 
such an essentially British outlook) are working side by side with 
Societies affiliated to the Federation of Women Zionists, and youth 
movements like Habonim are busily collecting money and running 
functions together with the members of Synagogue Guilds. 


Land Redemption the Unifying Force 


The great and insistent need for the redemption of the land of 
Eretz Yisrael for the Jewish people has magnetised into one great 
voluntary force the Jewish womanhood in this country. The Jewish 
“United Front” has come into being so far as the Jewish women are 
concerned, and thetr example, if it mspires a similar cohesion among 
the men, may yet save the Jewish people, and thus once more repeat 
the Bible experience when, at the time of the Exodus, the women of 

Israel made possible the Redemption. 

The Palestine. Exhibition and Fair will tell in graphic terms the 
siory of the achievements of the Jewish people in building up the 
Jewish “National Home in 
Palestine. The Exhibition 
itself will be quite separate 
from the Fatr, which ts the 
fund-raising section of the 
event. There ts, however, 
as those who have studied 
the plan of the Exhibition 
(designed by distin- 
guished young Palestinian 
architect, Mr. Grinshpon) 
will have observed, one 
notable exception.

Twenty-seven stalls 

_ have been organised in the 
_ Fair Section, on which the 
, 1,300 women are working. 
_ About 100 functions have 
been held in connection 
with the stalls, and more 
than £5,000 has been 
raised by these alone. 
Eight issues of a special 
bulletin have been sent to 
workers for the Fair, and 
by the time the Fair is opened over 30,000 of these leaflets will have 
been distributed to reach the widest circle of Jewish women ever 
canvassed in London. 

During the three days of the Exhibition, special groups of guides 
will be on duty to assist the public and to explain Palestinian matters 
to them. There will be guides dressed as Chalutzim to give informa- 
tion concerning agriculture and the Youth Aliyah, guides dressed as 
Hadassah nurses to inform visitors concerning the health and social

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UNION OF YOUNG ISRAEL SOCIETIES 
Healthy Self-Criticism 
DOES JUDAISM MEAN NOTHING? 


[From our Correspondent) 


Few Jewish youth organisations can afford the luxury of public selt- 
Criticism. In this month's issue of the Union of Young Israel Societies 
“Monthly Bulletin,’ however, the Editor, after expressing regret that 
“the result of oppression in recent years ” had not led to a “ return to the 
practice of Judaism, either ethically or practically,” writes: 

“In the attempt to effect that awakening, Young Israel could play a 
great part, but at the moment societies seem to be completely indifferent to 
all their duties, except the one of providing their members with a cheap 
substitute for the cinema. It has been pointed out to us recently, by 
persons both inside and outside the movement, and with a truth which 
we were quite unable to gainsay, that the programmes which go to make 
up the diary in this magazine, do not, at first glance, give any indication 
of being the programmes of Jewish socicties, but merely of a collection of 
social clubs.” 

A perusal of the monthly programmes of twelve affiliated societies 
shows very clearly that the criticism is not unfounded, not a single function 
that can be called specifically Jewish being included. The Editor, Mr. 
Douglas de Lange, concludes his excellent article by asking the societies to 

* Remember always, when compiling programmes, that they are to be 
the programmes not mercly of social clubs but of Young Israel societies. 
By so doing you will be materially assisting to raise a strong rampart 
against the dark days which threaten us.” 

This criticism, coming as it does from an influential member of one of 
the leading Jewish vouth organisations in this country, is an encouraging 
sign, and comes very near to hitting the mark. It is not too much to expect 
that the word “Jewish” in the title of a club or society should mean 
something, not merely a word to be stuck in at random. 

However, anv society which, like the Union of Young Israel Societies. 
has the strength of honesty and sincerity to indulge in this self-searching 
should not find it very difficult to have the strength of purpose to rectify 
its shortcomings. «And let Mr. de Lange take heart from the fact that 
the Union, through the medium of its Charities Aid Society. has rendered 
excel’ent service to the needy and suffering. That is more than many 
other Jewish vouth organisations are doing.

RACING IN AMERICA 
Home Office Statistics on Accidents 


45 a rule, motorists take only a passing interest in the racine cars 
of the U.S.A, on account of their special design for the job. This

As, however, this Grand Prix class of racing has caused 3-litre super- 
charged engines to be built, we in Europe can look forward to seeing 
U.S.A. motor-manufacturers building such types for ordinary use as 
passenger vehicles when the designers have got over the early teething 
troubles. Hence the greater interest taken this year in the Indianapolis 
“SOO” with its two-and-a-half-mile rectangular track. Instead ot 
standard “ pump station ~ fuel being used, alcohol and other enriched 
petrol mixtures filled the racing cars’ tanks. 

Recent Home Office figures in the Return of Motoring Offences are 
at first glance most ambiguous and misleading... For instance, it is stated 
that the total number of motoring offences in England and Wales in 
1937 was 579,170. Actually that was the number of prosecutions, the 
total number of convictions being only 383,507, a difference of nearly 
200 O00) 

Ihe Royal Automoblie Ciub draws attention to other misleading 
statistics. The number of offences under the heading of dangerous 
driving is reported as 10,003, and tor careless driving 33,723. The 
numbers of convictions, however, were 4.952 and 20,993 respectively. 
And the same type of discrepancy is evident in the figures of other 
orences., 

Motorists will be grateful to the R.A.C. for drawing attention to 
this matter, as it will help to remove the false impression these figures 
might convey. 

As there seems to be some sort of argument in motoring circles 
on the terms “ cabriolet ” and “ drop-head coupé, it may be useful to 
state that motorists of the old school term a “ cabriolet ~ a tour-seating 
drop-head coupé, as the two-seater “drop-head coupé, was only 
obtainable when it was first introduced on the motor market in pre-Wat 
days. Actually, therefore, only a four-seating drop-head coupe ts a 
cabriolet.

CRITICISM OF PAREN.S’ APATHY

work which is light enough to call for no discussion as to interpreta- 
tion. one would think, but of which Toscanint managed to give a 
thoroughly distinctive performance. But everybody in the hall, and 
on the air also, was waiting for the performance of Sibelius’ Second 
Symphony before and Brahms’ Second Symphony after the interval. 
lt is worth remarking, not out of pedantry but as having some 
illuminative value, that the former work ran over time and the latter, 
though starting late; finished up practically on ume. In other words, 
Toscanini gave much care to drawing out all the spaciousness of 
Sibelius’ work and just as mich care to making of the Brahms a 
lively and pnflagging joy from beginning to end. One ts grateful to 
any canductor who not only displays familiar beauties in a symphony 
bul manages even to reveal fresh ones, especially through the-clarifica- 
tion of parts, so that the orchestral texture becomes translucent and 
every. vein and sinew is made manifest. That 1s what happened to the 
Sibelius, and one cannot ponder sufficiently over the subile beauties 
that le hidden in the work for the right man to evoke. It ts, perhaps, 
lrite to speak especially of the way in which Toscanini worked up 
the climax in the coda of the last movement, but rarely has one heard 
such overwhelming magnificence and grandeur of orchestral tone. 
Brahm’s Second Symphony has nothing quite like that, but it, too, was 
handled with the mastery that dominates all Toscanini’s performances. 


LINA PAGLIUGHI 


Lina Pagliughi, who has been heard at Covent Garden this year, 
gave a first recital in London at the Queen's Hall on Thursday of last 
week. She is in the true line of coloratura singers, even though, by 
comparison with some, both past and present, she lacks a little of 
sheer technical skill, and even of warmth and vivacity, in her singing. 
This last quality is essential in coloratura; it is the one thing that makes 
of otherwise technically efficient but lifeless passages really vital and 
exciting vocal travels. Rossini’s “ Una Voce Poco Fa™ is a first-rate 
example of this truth; the whole thing depends on vivacity to come 
over as genuine art: and it was in this one regard more than any 
Other that Lina Pagliughi was lacking. In “Caro Mio Ben,” she 
sang as sweetly and smoothly as one could wish, but again one sighed 
for a rather warmer tone, a more vital attack. Of all her songs, “ Tre 
Giorni son che Nina” was much the most satisfactory, and it must 
be said that the artist’s voice grew warmer as the evening went on. 
Primo Montanari sang “ M’Appari”™ at the beginning of the evening 
and has a tenor voice which is not far short of first-rate, but his 
technique is not equal to the demands he put upon his voice. In 
flute obbligati to “ Lo! Here the Gentle Lark,’ and the mad scene from 
“Lucia di Lammermoor,” and as a soloist in Hamilton Harty’s “In 
Ireland,” John Amadio proved himself still a consummate master ol 
a lovely instrument. 


SIXTEENTH-CENTURY SPANISH MUSIC 


_ The programme of sixteenth-century Vihuela and eightcenth-century 
Spanish music given by Emilio Pujol and Argentinita at the Arts 
heatre on Wednesday evening was of unusual interest to the 
musicologist and students of music in its historical aspects, and was 
by NO Means without interest purely for its own sake as Music. The 
Vihuela was an early form of the guitar (if Mr. Pujol will allow one 
(0 say that for the sake of ease of comparison), and it seems to have 
Played in Spanish music a similar part to that of the harpsichord in 
‘iropean keyboard music. The effect it produces is very similar,

less brilliant tone, suited, one can well imagine, perfectly to the needs 
of nobility’s drawing rooms, is its primary characteristic, and it ts 
noteworthy that the music composed for it has primarily a stately 
dance measure as its basis. Mr. Pujol played several Pavans by Luys 
Milan, and various works, all of them short, by others of the numerous 
composers for the Vihucla which sixteenth-century Spain produced, 
and accompanied Mme. Argentinita in a number of charming folk 
songs and other songs of the period. Later in the evening, Bertram 
Harrison played harpsichord accompaniments to Mme. Argentinita’s 
dancing of four eighteenth-century Spanish dances, so underlining the 
analogy we drew at the beginning of the evening. To make everything 
perfectly clear, Bertram Harrison read a short historical lecture by Mr. 
Pujol on the origin and development of the Vihuela and the part it 
played in Spanish music and life. 


A VERY PROMISING VIOLINIST 


By the kindness of Mrs. W. Slavonsky, a young Palestinian violinist, 
Issak Gitilis, gave a recital at 31, Eton Avenue, N.W., which revealed 
that at the age of fifteen he is a very talented and promising artist. 
Both the Mozart Sonata and Mendelssohn's Concerto afforded him 
ample opportunity of displaying his unusual technical development, 
and an ease and vigour that swept away all difficulties. The Mendels- 
sohn Concerto particularly showed that in respect of fingering at least 
he has little to learn and litile to correct: an occasional tendency to teel 
his way down the string is a trick which much more matured players 
would be caught at if heard in such close proximity as the audience 
heard Gitilis. His bowing arm, though delightfully free, 1s sull not 
completely under control, though it was not possible always to decide 
whether an occasional hesitancy was due primarily to weakness in the 
bowing arm or to mental uncertainty. One slip in the first movement 
of the Concerto did reveal mental uncertainty, but it also revealed very 
guick powers of recovery. All the ease and fire of the first movement 
were well conveyed, but the slow movement (and this applies to the 
Mozart Andantino movement also) was a little lacking in tenderness 
and sentiment: qualities not to be expected from a lad of fifteen, in 
any case. On the whole. one had to marvel at Gitilis’ maturity, dis- 
plaved in his assurance, hts freedom, his confident, masterly attack. 
He is a very promising violinist, indeed, and the next few years 
should mean a great deal to him in terms of development.
